A MULTITUDE OF PEOPLE PRESENT 
AT THE CEREMONY. 

THE GREATEST AND MOST ENTHUSIASTIC 
CROWD EVER SEEN IN WASHINGTON— 
THE MARCH TO THE CAPITOL—GEN, 
GRANT'S RETIREMENT—SCENES IN THE 
SENATE CHAMBER AND ON THE EAST 
FRONT—THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS—A 
GRAND PROCESSION AND A SUCCESSFUL 
BALL. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Grover Cleve- 
fand is President. In the presence of an 
imposing multitude, the like of which 
has never before been seen in Wash- 
ington, the chosen Chief Magistrate was 
sworn into office. The good fortune which 


had attended the man and his party in the 
hotly contested political battle attended 
both to-day. Surpassingly fair weather, a 
warm sun, an almost cloudless sky, little 
wind, and clean streets combined to make 
the day a comfortable one for an out-of- 
door celebration. The enormous crowds, 
swelled by rapidly incoming trains, which 
arrived long after the President-elect nad 
become Fresident and President Arthur 
had become ex-President, were good nat- 
ured, and in the main orderly and tract- 
able, and there was unbounded enthusi- 
asm. 

The closing hours of Congress were not 
without incident. In the House there was 
much fatigue and hurry and some impa- 
tience to be through in order that the 
members could get to the Senate Cham- 
ber. In the Senate an impressive gather- 
ing were witnesses of the most moving 
legislative and executive transaction 
when the passage of the Edmunds bill to 
retire Gen. Grant was announced, and was 
immediately followed by the nomination 
of Gen. Grant to be General on the retired 
list and his prompt confirmation by the 
Senate witbout the formality of closing 
the doors. The cheers for Mr. Cleveland 
in the Senate Chamber, on his appearance 
before the brilliant audience that filled 1t, 
were but as a whisper to a cyclone as com- 
pared to theroar that went up a little 
later from 50,000 of his fellow-citizens, 
gathered on the broad and sunlit eastern 
plaza. 

The parade back to the White House 
Was imposing, both in appearance and in 
numbers. The multitude of spectators 
along the streets was much greater than 
the throng that witnessed the procession 
of four years ago. The whole programme, 
including the escort to the Capitol, the 
parade back to the White House, the 
coming display of fireworks, and the great 
ball closing the day, has been carried out, 


, thanks to the beneficent assistance of 


nature in furnishing good weather, with 
The greeting to the 
President has been spontaneously cordial. 
The new Administration comes in with 
every augury of success. 


THE MARCH TO THE CAPITOL. 

Gen. Hazen, in charge of the Weather 
Bureau, had been doing his best to bury 
the tip end of a storm over the District, 
and many persons, who did not know that 
his predictions should be taken reversely, 
went to bed last night expecting ciouds 
and rain this morning. His career as a 
weather manager had been stopped by 
military arrest, and when the time came 
for the sun to rise it rose to be visible, 
nothing but a slight haze obscuring it. A 
Spring-like breeze blew up the Potomac 
from the south, and sun and wind soon 
drove off the haze. The drummers and 
brass bands were moving. Rattle and 
blare were heard on every hand. Every 
street about the centre of the city was full 
of men, uniformed or badged. To crowds 
that had been rushing about until late the 
night before the morning movement 
seemed to follow closely upon the sere- 
nades and parades that had furnished them 
with preliminary enthusiasm. Flags were 
thrown to the breeze from hotels, house- 
tops, and windows. The capital had put 
on its best clothes, and men, women, and 
children, packed street cars, herdics, 
hansoms, and all sorts of conveyances 
bound for the avenue, while thousands 
who could not ride trudged along the as- 
phalted avenues. There was general re- 
joicing that the weather was fine, for 
tradition says that inauguration day was 
never fine before. Whilethere were many 
policemen they had not much to do. 
Eager and curious as the crowds were, 
they were not difficult to control 

The President-elect was up early, and 
long before the time appointed for him to 
leave the Arlington Hotel he had break- 
fasted with his brother, Col. Lamont, and 
the rest of his party, and, having looked 
out upon the great throng that had 
gathered about the Arlington Hotel, he 
leisurely made his toilet. The escorting 
soldiers, in the uniforms of tke United 
States and the District of Columbia, were 
forming in the neighboring streets, their 
colors and arms fiashing brightly in the 
sun. Back to the curbs on Fifteen anda 
Half-street the policemen pressed the 
crowds. At 10:30 o’clock carriages 
containing the personal friends of 
the President-elect were driven off 
to the Capitol Up through the 
lane lined with crowds an open carriage 
drawn by four spanking bays with banged 
tails was driven by Albert Hawkins. It 
was the White House turnout, driven by 
the well-known White House driver ap- 
pointed by Gen. Grant. in the carriage 
were Senators Sherman and Ransom, who 
entered the hotel for a moment and then 
reappeared in company with Mr. Cleve- 
land. As a cheer went up the President- 
elect and escorting Senators took their 
seats in the carriage, and again the crowd 
cheered lustily as it was driven off toward 
the White House, only a square away. 

It had just passed the iron gates and 
President Arthur was receiving Mr. Cleve- 
land in the Biue Parlor when another 
barouche, drawn by four fine white horses, 
drove up under the porch. It contained 
Vice-President-elect Hendricks and Sena- 
tor Hawley, who joined the group in the 
Blue Parlor. Everything was in readiness 
for astart when, precisely at 10:30 o’clock, 
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a 
White House door and aunounced that the 


escort was prepared to move. The Presi- 








dent-elect took his seat in the barouche 
drawn by the spanking bays, with 
President Arthur on his right, Senator 
Ransom and Senator Sherman occupying 
the front seat. On the avenue the escort 
was in line, gleaming in the brilliant sun. 
It took only a moment, but that moment 
was filled with cheers. As the crowds on 
the stands in Lafayette-square were cheer- 
ing and waving their handkerchiefs the 
two barouches drove into the avenue. 
The bands played, the glittering muskets 
of the soldiers flashed again as they were 
brought to a “shoulder arms,” and the pro- 
cession moved east past the gayly decked 
Treasury Building. Screams and yells and 
cheers rent the air as the crowds fell back 
in masses. As Gen. Slocum led his com- 
mand between the swaying, surging crowd 
and passed out of Fifteenth-street upon 
Pennsylvania-avenue, where the white 
dome of the Capitol wasin sight, a deat- 
ening roar of cheers, beginning at the 
Treasury, went up from the multitude, was 
taken up and passed along, and was re- 
peated with increasing volume all along 
the avenue until the wave of sound 
reached the foot of Capitol Hill. 

Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Hendricks were 
everywhere greeted with vociferous 
cheers and the characteristic yell by which 
men of the South express their enthusi- 
asm. Mr. Cleveland acknowledged the 
applause and cheers by bowing, holding 


his hat in his hand, while Mr. Hendricks’ 


occasionally rose to respond to unusually 
fervent plaudits. There was no waste of 
time on the march to the Capitol, the 
horsemen, infantry, artillery, marshals, 
committeemen in carriages, and district 
militia proceeding without delay to the 
east end of the line of march. 

As the first sounds of approaching music 
were heard by the crowds about the Capi- 
tol there was arush of thousands toward 
the north end of the plaza. For a moment 
the police seemed unable to cope with the 
almost irresistible throng that massed 
itself in the way of the on-coming proces- 
sion. Driving their horses against the 
swaying wall it was at last forced 
back. A way was opened to the 
vaulted entrance under the Senate 
porch, the carriages of the Presidential 
party and the Vice-President were 
driven up and all alighted. Escorted by 
the Senatorial Committee, they passed up 
stairs to the Senators’ lobby by the private 
stairway and stopped at the room of the 
Vice-President. President Arthur went 
to the President’s room to sign such bills 
as awaited Executive sanction, and Mr. 
Cleveland awaited the time for him to 
enter the Senate Chamber, chatting in the 
meantime withafew Senators and with 
Mr. Hendricks. 





CLOSING SCENES IN THE SENATE. 

While Mr. Cleveland was waiting in the 
Vice-President’s room for the Senate to 
announce its readinessjto receive him, that 
body was closing up its business in a rather 
informal way. Between 300 and 400 per- 
sons saved the expense of a night’s lodg- 
ing by sleeping in the Senate galleries dur- 
ing the long hours of the night. They 
were not disturbed until 8 o’clock this 
morning, when a recess was taken until 
9:30 o’clock and the doorkeepers were or- 
dered to clear the galleries. During the 
night the conferrees had made reports on 
all the appropriation bills except the Sun- 
dry Civil and Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial, and these two were all that re- 
mained to be acted upon when the recess 
was taken. Just before 8 o’clock Mr. 
Blair made a motion to take up some 


private pension bills. Mr. Conger 
protested vigorously, and while the 
two Senators were wrangling Mr. 
Edmunds succeeded in getting the 


recess ordered. The announcement of the 
recess had hardly been uttered before a 
force of laborers swarmed into the cham- 
ber with brooms and dusters, and hastily 
cleared away the odds and ends with 
which the tioor was littered. Behind them 
was another lot of men carrying chairs. 
In less than half an hour several hundred 
of these had been placed between the Sen- 
ators’ desks in close rows wherever 
space could be found. Large easy chairs 
and sofas were then brought in and placed 
before the front circle of desks. While 
this was going on on the floorof the cham- 
ber, carpenters took possession of the gal- 
lery, just to the right of the diplomatic 
gallery, andinafew minutes aspace was 
fenced off to be reserved for the families 
of President Cleveland, ex-President 
Arthur, Vice-President Hendricks, and ex- 
Presidents and ex-Vice-Presidents. Then 
the chamber was deserted for nearly an 
hour by all except two or three pages, who 
caught cat-naps on the sofas. 

When Mr. Edmunds stepped into the 
chamber at 9:30 o’clock he saw only half 
a dozen Senators present, including Messrs. 
Cockrell, Ingalls, Gorman, Plumb, and 
Van Wyck. A moment after Mr. Ed- 
munds had taken his seat Mr. Cockrell, 
who was standing just in front of him, 
presented the report of the conferrees on 
the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
bill. Mr. Edmunds made the formal an- 
nouncement of what the document was, 
and then put the question on agreeing to 
the report. Mr. Cockrell and Mr. Gorman, 
who stood beside him, nodded their heads 
and the report was agreed to. The bill 
was grabbed by one of the clerks, who 
hurried with it to the engrossing clerks, 
and thus the last but one of the Appro- 
priation bills was disposed of. All had 
been done in low tones, and none but the 
Senators mentioned were aware that they 
had been called to order and that business 
was being transacted. 

After this matter had been got out of 
the way the Senators lounged about the 
chamber waiting for something to do, and 
half a dozen ladies, who had been passed 
by the policemen, ventured into the gal- 
leries. The first who gained entrance was 
the wife of Senator Ingalls, who was ac- 
companied by the wife of ex-Gov. Glick, 
of Kansas. Ten minutes after the final 
sitting of the old Senate began, Mr. Ed- 
munds called Mr. Garland to the chair, 
and five minutes later Clerk Clark ap- 
peared with a message from the House 
announcing its concurrence in a Senate 
Private Pension bill. Both the Clerk and 
the veteran Capt. Bassett, who announces 
all messages. showed the wear and tear of 
an all-night session, and although they ad- 
vanced to within 10 feet of the presiding 
officer, they could hardly make them- 
selves heard. The few Senators present 
again began:strolling about, stopping oc- 
casionally to admire a beautiful ladder of 
roses and lilies, which some appreciative 
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friend had sent in to be placed upon Mr. 
Garland’s; desk. Finally, Mr. Garland 
asked Mr. Cockrell to relieve him and took 
a look for himself at his floral gift. A few 
minutes later, Mr. Hale, who had wan- 
dered in with a dozen or more Senators, 
asked the Senate to consider the report 
received early in the morning from the con- 
ferrees on the Naval Appropriation bill. 
To his consternation, the clerks reported 
that they could not find the report. The 
Maine Senator danced anxiously about the 
chamber, and clerks were hurried off in 
every direction to search for the missing 
papers. 

Meanwhile, 10 o’clock had arrived, and 
the doors of the Capitol and Senate gal- 
leries were opened to such persons as had 
tickets of admission. A crowd oi ladies 
came pouring in, with here and there a 
gentleman, and in two minutes half the 
gallery seats were filled with visitors, who 
at once began a lively chattering and 
buzzing, which was rarely interrupted 
during the rest of the session. Mr. Ingalls 
brought ex-Gov. Glick, of his State, into 
the chamber, and Secretary of the Interior 
Teller, who was to become a Senator in two 
hours, walked in and hunted up his successor 
in tne Cabinet, Mr. Lamar. The two held a 
long and seemingly earnest conversation 
on one of the sofas reserved for the Su- 
preme Court Judges, and were, for the 
time being, oblivious to all that was going 
on around them. The first ladies to ap- 
pear in the specially reserved gallery were 
two members of Mr. Edmunds’s family, 
who were soon followed by John Tyler, 
son of President Tyler, who acted as escort 
to three ladies. At 10:08 o’clock Mr. Hale 
ran in, waving the just discovered report 
on the Naval bill, and on his motion it was 
read and agreed to, amid such a hum of 
conversation that the clerk’s voice could 
not be heard. 


While this was being done visitors 
continued to arrive and the floor assumed 
a spirited avpearance. Secretary of the 
Navy Chandlerchatted with Mr. Hale, and 
Postmaster-General Frank Hatton went 
from group to group asif too nervous to 
keep still. Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Culloch shook hands with numerous 
friends, and Commissioner of Agricult- 
ure Loring took advantage of his right to 
the floor to exhibit himself in a dozen dif- 
ferent parts of te room in as many min- 
utes. Gov. Ordway, of Dakota; First Con- 
troller Lawrence, the Justices of the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court, and several ex-Sen- 
ators were seattered about the floor, while 
ex-Gov. Smith, of Virginia, was shak- 
ing hands with all the Democrats 
he could find. While Senator Garland, 
who would be a Senator only a few hours 
longer, was holding an animated consulta- 
tion with Mr. Beck, Senator-elect William 
M. Evarts walked into the chamber, lean- 
ing on the arm of Senator Morgan. Both 
Democrats and Republicans hastened to 
greet him, and it was some time before 
Mr. Miller could get at him to take him in 
charge. Mr. Evarts paid a brief visit to 
the cloak room and then hunted up Mr. 
Lapham, whose seat he was to take two 
hours later. During the rest of the session 
the two New-Yorkers sat beside each oth- 
er, With their tall hats resting together on 
the same desk. 

While Mr. Evarts was receiving his 
friends Mr. Conger, who had a good deal 
to say during the night and was impervi- 
ous to fatigue, raised a laugh by asking 
unanimous consent that the River and 
Harbor bill be considered, read a third 
time, andpassed. Mr. Platt stopped that 
little scheme by an objection, and then 
Mr. Conger pleaded that the bill might at 
least be taken up for consideration. In- 
stead of doing this the Senate, on the last 
roll call of the Forty-eighth Congress, 
voted to lay the bill upon the table, and 
the Michigan Senator sat down with fire 
in his eyes. 

It was now 10:50 o’clock, and all the gal- 
leries were filled to repletion except that 
reserved for the Presidential parties and 
the families of foreign Ministers. The first 
couple to take seats in the diplomatic gal- 
lery were Mrs. Hugo Fritsch, wife of the 
Austrian Vice-Consul at New-York, and 
her sister, Miss Gilbert. Just after they 
had arrived Mrs. Hendricks and three 
other ladies took seats on the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s bench, in the third row from the 
front of the gallery. Five minutes later 
Mr. Cleveland’s family and friends ap- 
peared at the door of the reserved gallery. 
The party included 12 persons—Miss Cleve- 
land and Mrs. Hoyt, sisters of the Presi- 
dent; his brother, the Rev. W. N. Cleveland, 
and Mrs. Cleveland ; Mr. Hastings, the Presi- 
dent’s nephew; Miss Hastings and Misses 
Nellie and Anna Yeomans, nieces of Mr. 
Cleveland, Mr. and Mrs. Bacon, of Toledo, 
and Col. and Mrs. Daniel Lamont. As they 
stepped into the gallery all eyes and scores 
of opera glasses were turned upon them. 
There were too many in the party to find 
seats in the single row which had been re- 
served forthem, and the usher placed them 
both in that row and in the front bench 
set apart for Mr. Arthur’s family. After 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bacon had been seated in the second 
row with Mrs. Hoyt and Miss Cleve- 
land and the President’s nieces and 
Col. and Mrs. Lamont in front 
of them, it was decided to change the 
order, and those in the front row ex- 
changed seats with those in the second. 
Nearly half an hour later Mr. and Mrs. 
McElroy, Mr. Arthur’s son, and Mrs. John 
Davis reached the gallery to find only 
single seats on the side of the aisle vacant. 
After some consultation Mr. Cleveland’s 
sisters and nieces proposed to take the side 
seats, and the offer was accepted, the Ar- 
thur party taking thesecond row from the 
front. 


The Senators watched the throng of la- 
dies and gentlemen in the galleries until 
11 o’clock, when Mr. Beck ran down the 
centre aisle with a document which he 
handed to the Clerk, at the same time call- 
ing to Mr. Allison. The latter jumped up 
and presented the document as the report 
of the conferrees on the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill. It was read and agreed 
to without delay, and this cleared away 
the last danger of an extra session of 
Congress. 

While this was being done the Diplo- 
matic Gallery became so'crowded that the 
aisle steps were occupied. Conspicuous in 
this aisle were Miss Tillie Frelinghuysen 
and Mr. Charles E. Miller, Mr. Arthur’s 
intimatefriena. The tloor of the chamber 
had also received a large accession of visit- 
ors, among them being Surgeeon-General 
Gunnel, of the Navy, the first person in 








full uniform who appeared on the floor; 
Civil Service Commissioners Eaton and 
Thoman, George Bancroft, the historian; 
Mr. Bissell, the President’s law partner, 
and Mr. George H. Sharpe, ex-Chairman of 
the South American Commission. Senator- 
elect Payne was surrounded by friends, 
and Representative Payson was making 
sure of as good a seat as any Congressman 
was permitted to have. 

At 11:30 o’clock the first applause of the 
day was heard, when Gen. Sheridan and 
Gen. Hancock walked in from the lobby 
in full dress uniform. Gen. Sheridan was 
as happy as usual, and Gen. Hancock’s 
face fairly beamed. He was the picture of 
ruddy health,- and looked much better 
than in the Winter of 1880-81. The ap- 
plause which greeted his entrance woke 
up Senator Blair, who had chosen his last 
hour in the Senate to fall into a deep 
sleep.

GEN. GRANT’S RETIREMENT. 

Twenty-five minutes before the hour 
when the Congress was to expire the most 
dramatic event of the day occurred. A 
message was received from the House an- 
nouncing that that body had passed the 
Senate bill authorizing the President to 
nominate one person to go on the retired 
list of the army with the rank and full 
pay of General of the Army. Mr. Ingalls 
asked that the bill be read. As this was 
done the spectators realized that this was 
the famous Edmunds bill for the retire- 
ment of Gen. Grant. Instantly a great 
shout arose from both the floor and the 
galleries, and then everybody cheered. At 
the first break in the applause Mr. 
ingalls asked that by unanimous 
consent, the usual reference to a commit- 
tee be waived and the bill passed at once. 
Mr. Garland, who was then in the chair, 
informed the Kansas Senator that the 
measure had already passed the Senate 
and there was nothing more to be done 
about it. Then followed an outburst of 
such enthusiastic cheering that all who 
heard it were thrilled. It was a spontane- 


Grant, and was proof of the admiration 
and love with which all classes of citizens 
regard the old hero, now struggling with 
disease at his home in New-York. Cheer 
followed cheer, until it seemed as if 
the throng couid never tire of prais- 
ing Gen. Grant. Five minutes later 
Mr. Edmunds took the chair and an- 
nounced that the bill had been signed. 
Then there was another cheer, which the 
Vermont Senator made no effort to stop. 
When quiet had finally been restored Mr. 
Morrill asked for the appointment of the 
usual committee toinform the President 
that the Senate had finished its work and 
was ready to adjourn. This had just been 
decided upon when the diplomatic corps 
made its appearance at the central door 
resplendent in full court dress. The dis- 
tinguished foreigners were headed by the 
Portuguese Minister, Dean of the corps, by 
virtue of baving served the greatest num- 
ber of years in Washington. They filed 
into seats on the left of the chamber, and 
all uncovered their heads except the rep- 
resentatives of Turkey and China. 

It was then 11:45 o’clock, and the min- 
utes were slipping away so fast that Capt. 
Bassett stood upon a chair and pushed the 
hands of the Senate ciock back six min- 
utes, while everybody laughed at the 
cheating of time. 

At 11:53 by the corrected time the Pres- 
ident’s private secretary hurried into the 
room bearing President Arthur’s last mes- 
sage to the Senate. It proved to be the 
nomination of Gen. Grant to be placed on 
the retired list in accordance with the bill, 
the passage of which had excited such 
hearty applause a few minutes before. 
The Clerk read the communication, which 
was as follows:

SWEARING IN THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Messrs. Morrill and Harris then reported 
that the President had no further commu- 
nication to make to the Senate. A mo- 
ment later, the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, wearing their silken robes, and led 
by Chief-Justice Waite, advanced to the 
easy chairs and sofas in front and to the 
right of the presiding officer’s desk. They 
had barely time to take their seats when 
Mr. Arthur, with Senators Sherman and 
Ransom on either side, was announced; 
every person in the chamber rose and 
remained standing until the President 
had taken one of the big arm chairs in the 
space iu front of the Vice-President’s desk, 
in which he sat facing the audience. Mr. 
Arthur was receivea with around of ap- 
plause. Before it had ceased Mr. Hen- 
dricks stepped quietly in from the lobby 
and took achair at the right of Mr. Ed- 
munds, and Mr. Arthur’s Cabinet officers 
filed in from the same lobby and were 
seated on the left of the President. At 
10:52 by the Senate clock Messrs. Sher- 
man and Ransom again appeared at 
the central door, acting as an escort to 
Mr. Cleveland. The President-elect held 
his hat in his hand, and as he crossed the 
threshold the entire audience rose and 
cheered. Bowing slightly, Mr. Cleveland 
walked firmly down the aisle, while the 
throngs continued to cheer asif trying to 
raise the roof. When the applause was 
subsiding some ardent Democrat in the 
gallery called for three more cheers for 
,Grover Cleveland, and they were given 
despite Mr. Edmunds’s pounding for quiet. 
The Vermont Senator angrily remarked 
that unless order was restored the gal- 
lerres would be cleared, while Mr. Cleve- 
land smiled and chatted with Mr. Arthur, 
by whose side he had taken a seat.

was ready to take the oath of office as 
Vice-President. ‘Lam,’ replied the 1n- 
diana Statesman, as he rose from his chair. 
With uplifted hand he listened to the 
reading of the oath and at 11:54 a pen was 
handed to him and he signed the oath he 
had just taken. He held the pen in an 
awkward way, between the first and 
second fingers of his right hand and wrote 
his name with great deliberation. After 
this act the Vice-President returned to his 
seat and Mr. Edmunds spread a few pages 
of manuscript before him and read a two- 
minute farewell address as President pro 
tem. of the Senate. It was as follows: 

SENATORS: We now close another epoch 
in the course of the Republhe under the 
Constitution. The prief period of our na- 
tional existence has, by the exertion of the 
co-ordinated forces of national and State 
systems, brought the experiment of free 
social and political government to an 
established and secure triumph. I think I 
may safely say for us all that we believe 
that the long years to comein the future 
of the Republic will more and more in- 
crease the peace. liberty, order, and secur- 
ity of all the people of ourcountry. But per- 
haps it may not be improper for me to say 
that, in view of our recent experience, it 
may be doubted whether Congress can 
congratulate itself on being the best ex- 
ample of a legislative body, conducting its 
business with that deliberate and timely 
diligence which is the inseparable hand- 
maid of wisdom and justice, as well in the 
making asin the administration of laws. 
It is, I think, an evil of large and growing 

roportion that measures of the greatest 
importance, requiring much time for 
proper examination and discussion in de- 
tail, are brought to our consideration so 
late that it is not possible to deal with 
them intelligently, ana which we are 
tempted—overtempted, I fear—to enact 
into laws, in the hope that fortune, rather 
than time, study, and reflection, will take 
care that the public suffer no detriment. 
The Chair has heard with deep sensibility 
of the resolution you have kindly adopted 
concerning the administration of his 
duties, and he begs to express sin- 
cerely his gratitude for it. If, in 
the course of the execution of his 
duties, he has (as he sometimes 
may have done) wounded the feelings of 
any Senator or officer of the Senate, he can 
truly say that he has not intentionally 
given offense to any one, and in closing the 
session of the Senate he assures every 
Senator, whether retiring or continuing in 
public duty, that he wishes for him every 
friendly good wish, and hopes that he may 
long enjoy all the happiness that can be 
realized by citizen or Senator. He now 
declares the Senate adjourned without 
day. 

Mr. Hendricks at once stepped forward, 
and, as he did so Chaplain Huntley in- 
voked Divine aid and guidance for the in- 
coming and outgoing Presidents and all 
who have anything to do with the ad- 
ministration of the Government. The 
prayer was long, but all on the floor, in- 
cluding Mr. Arthur and Mr. Cleveland, re- 
mained standing until itsclose. While Dr. 
Huntley was praying the members of the 
House of Representatives, following 
Speaker Carlisle, reached the chamber, 
expecting to listen to the exercises. 
They were, of course, too late, and only 
such Congressmen as had wisely come in 
earlier saw the Vice-President sworn in. 
When the prayer was over Mr. Hendricks 
rapped for order and read a one-minute 
speech from notes written on chocolate 
colored paper. He wasagitated more than 
he could conceal, but at the close he re- 
covered his voice and declared the Senate 
in session by virtue of a proclamation 
issued by the President. Mr. Hendricks’s 
speech was as follows: 

SENATORS: In entering upon the duties 
of the office to which I have been chosen 
may | express the hope and the desire that 
our relations may at all times be harmoni- 
ous and agreeable? I beg to assure you 
that in the discharge of my duties I will 
seek to observe the most absolute impar- 
tiality. It is some years since I was con- 
nected with the business of the Senate, 
and it may be that I shall find myself less 
familiar with its rules, usages, and modes 
of proceeding than formerly ; and there- 
fore I may have occasion to lean upon 
your indulgence and to ask your support. 
The Senate is now in session by virtue of 
the proclamation of the President of the 
United States, which the Secretary will 
read. 

Mr. Arthur's call for an extra session of 
the Senate was read by the Clerk, and 
then Mr. Hendricks called upon the newly 
elected Senators present to step forward 
and take the oath of office. Messrs. Alli- 
son, Blackburn, of Kentucky; Brown, and 
Call comprised the first group sworn in by 
the Vice-President. The second included 
Messrs. Cameron, of Pennsylvania; Eustis, 
of Louisiana; Evarts, of New-York, and 
Hampton. In the third group were 
Messrs. Ingalls, Jones, of Arkansas; Jones, 
of Nevada, and Morrill. The fourth 
group contained Messrs. Payne, of Ohio; 
Platt, Pugh, and Spooner, of Wisconsin, 
the last of whom resembles Mr. Gorman in 
a marked degree. In the last lot were 
Messrs. Stanford, of California; Teller, of 
Colorado; Vance, Vest, Voorhees, and 
Wilson, of Iowa. The only new Senator 
absent was Mr. Wilson, of Maryland. After 
each of these had shaken hands with Mr. 
Hendricks the order of proceedings at the 
inauguration of Mr. Cleveland was read by 
Secretary McCook, and the procession was 
at once formed and proceeded to the plat- 
form on the east front of the CapitoL 





THE SCENE ON THE EAST FRONT. 

Before the proceedings in the Senate 
Chamber were over there was @ rush 
somewhat precipitate and eager from the 
galleries. It was checked in the Senate 
lobby, and none but the representatives 
of the press, provided with blue tickets, 
were allowed to pass the temporary gate 
that barred the way to the rotunda. It 
was nearly 12:30 when the procession of 
Senate officers, Justices, diplomatists, and 
Representatives filed out of the Senate 
Chamber and passed along the cor- 
ridor. It was only a short march to 
the east front door. As _ President- 
elect Cleveland and President Arthur 
passed between the pillars that support 
the great pediment they saw a magnifi- 
cent sight. Beyond a new and unpainted 
platform, about an acre square, and far 
outon the edge of the broad plaza, ex- 
tended an unbroken sea of faces. An au- 
dience of thousands—some say 30,000, 
others 40,000, and many insist that it was 
more than 50,000—awaited the appearance 
of the future Chief Magistrate. It had 
been there for more than an hour, grow- 
ing in dimensions until it filled up 
the area bounded by the flower beds 
on the east, while it reached north 
and south beyond the halls of the House 
and the Senate. The platform upon which 
the ceremony of inauguration took place 
was about 30 feet above this audience. 
Out of the sea of heads the white statue of 
Washington,..seated and without his 
clothes, rose against a low-toned back 
ground. Determined boys and men clung 





about Washington’s neck and arms to get 





a view of the platform. All the windows 
of all the houses around the square, 
although the houses are far away from 
the Capitol, were filled with spec- 
tators. Every window of the Capitol 
that commanded a view of the spot 
where Mr. Cleveland was to be sworn 
in was filled with sightseers, none of whom 
could hear a word that might be spoken. 
Boys and men clung about the statues that 
stand at each side of the great central 
stairway, entwining their arms about Co- 
lumbus and the Indian who is his opposite 
in order to pull themselves up to a com- 
manding position. Up on the pediment, 
upon the roof, out on the lofty courses of 
the dome, were black lines and groups of 
men. The crowd on the plaza, con- 
trolled by a mere handful of police- 
men, was packed closely together; black 
and white, rich and poor, huddled to- 
gether as closely as sardines in a box. 
Now and then when pressure from the 
side or rear moved a part of the throng 
the whole body moved like an ocean. 
Over all the sun shone clear and bright, 
and in the distance its rays were reflected 
by the arms of the troops that stood in line 
on East Capitol-street, on Pennsylvania- 
avenue east, along the border of the Capi- 
tol grounds, and in every other direction 
as far as the eye could reach. Tall and 
conspicuous on the edges of the immense 
throng before the Capitol rose two stands, 
upon which enterprising photographers 
were preparing their cameras to make a 
picture of the President just as he took the 
oath of office. 

The crowd had just been cheering and 
applauding some venturesome ladies who 
had gone to the front and looked down 
upon the area of gay drapery of flags that 
hid its timbers, when Mr. Cleveland and 
President Arthur appeared. In an instant 
a cheer began. It was strong at first as it 
echoed from the walls of the Capitol, and 
in an instant it swelled into a chorus that 
was like the roaring of Niagara. It was 
resonant, universal, deafening, and it con- 
tinued while Mr. Cleveland walked by 
President Arthur’s side down to the 
projecting platform at the front, 
when it swelled again. Mr. Cleveland 
was as calm and self-possessed as if 
he had been accustomed to such sights. 
He was not a bit disturbed, and on his way 
to the front nodded to ex-Commissioner 
Hubert O. Thompson, who had made his 
way to the front through a crush that 
threatened dire disaster to his robust 
figure. While the crowd was still cheer- 
ing, and after Mr. Cleveland had acknowl- 
edged its greeting to him by bowing, he 
took his seat in the right-hand corner 
upon ared morocco covered chair, Presi- 
dent Arthur taking another chair by his 
side. Opposite to him sat Chief-Justice 
Waite. At Mr. Arthur’s zide the historian 
Bancroft, bright and hale for all his ven- 
erable gray hairs and beard, took a place, 
after he had shaken hands with the Presi- 
dent and the President so soon to be. 

Down the stairs from the Capitol came 
the diplomatic corps, gay in their scarlet, 
‘gold, blue, and white, the steel-blue dress 
of the military attachés of the German 
Legation scarcely less conspicuous than 
the dark blue and gold on the coat of the 
Russian Minister, De Struve, or the pictur- 
esque turbans of the Chinese Ambassadors. 
They took seats just behind the Justices 
of the Supreme Court, who sat along the 
front, while the diplomats were arranged 
in a hedge-shaped group, reaching to the 
aisle. The Senators sat at the right, with 
the press correspondents uncomfortably 
close to and somewhat dangerously mixed 
up with them. The Representatives in 
Congress, including many who had voted 
that they did not want to see Mr. Cleve- 
land inagurated, filled up the seats at the 
rear end on the side. The steps further 
back, from which a fine view of the entire 
grand crowd on and off the platform could 
be hed, were densely thronged. 

Mr. Cleveland chatted with President 
Arthur, smiling as he talked, and occasion- 
ally turning to look over the expectant 
throng before him, and even upon the 
awkward colored policeman who paced 
up and down in the cleared space before 
the staging. Gen. Sheridan, ruddy and 
vigorous, and gorgeous in blue and gold, 
sat only a few feet away, and at his shoul- 
der were the handsome soldierly face and 
figure of Gen. Hancock. Gen. Terry, an- 
other brave soldier, tall, strong, and keen- 
eyed, his beard grayer than it was 20 years 
ago, sat at Gen. Hancock’s right. 


THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

There was no music, no preliminary 
flourish to introduce Mr. Cleveland to the 
vast throng before him. It knew him al- 
ready. It had seenaman entirely at his 
ease under very trying circumstances, had 
instinctively concluded that he would sup- 
port himself with dignity and credit, and 
relations of confidence were established 
immediately. Rising from his chair and 
patting his head lightly with his hand 
where the breeze was scattering the thin 
locks upon it, he faced the multitude, and 
in a strong. clear, penetrating voice that 
was heard far out in the listening crowd 
he delivered his inaugural address. It was 
as follows: 


FELLow-Citizens: In the presence of 
this vast assemblage of my countrymen. I 
am about to supplement and seal by the 
oath which I shall take the manifestation 
of the will of a great and free people. In 
the exercise of their power and right of 
self-government they have committed to 
one of their fellow-citizens a supreme and 
sacred trust, and he here consecrates him- 
self to their service. This impressive cere- 
mony adds little to the solemn sense of re- 
sponsibility with which I contemplate the 
duty I owe to all the people of the land; 
nothing can relieve me from anxiety lest 
by any act of mine their interests may 
suffer, and nothing is needed to strengthen 
my resolution to engage every faculty and 
eftort in the promotion of their welfare. 

Amid the din of party strife the people’s 
choice was made: but its attendant cir- 
cumstances have demonstrated anew the 
strength aud safety of a Government b 
the people. In each succeeding year it 
more clearly appears that our democratic 
principle needs no apology, and that in its 
fearless and faithful application is to be 
found the surest guarantee of good gov- 
ernment. But the best results in the 
operation of a Government wherein 
every citizen has a share largely depend 
upon a proper limitation of purely parti- 
san zeal and effort and acorrect apprecia- 
tion of the time when the heat of the par- 
tisan should be merged in the patriotism 
of the citizen. 

To-day the executive branch of the 
Government is transferred to new keep- 
ing. But this is still the Government of 
all the people, and itshould be none the 
less an opject of affectionate solicitude. 
At this hour the animosities of political 
strife. the bitterness of partisan defeat, 
and the exultation of partisan triumph 
should be supplanted by au ungrudging 








acquiescence in the popular wili, and a 
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sober, conscientious concern for the gene 
eral weal. Moreover, if from this hour we’ 
cheerfully and honestly abandon all sec- 
tional prejudice and distrust and deter- 
mine, with manly confidence in one an- 
other, to work out harmoniously the 
achievements of our national destiny, we 
shall deserve to realize all the benefits 
which our happy form of government can 
bestow. 

On this auspicious occasion we may well 
renew the pledge of our devotion to the 
Constitution, which, launched by the found- 
ers of the Republic and consecrated jby 
their prayers and patriotic devotion, hag 
for almost a century borne the hopes and 
the aspirations of a great people through 
ces, ape and peace and through thd 
shock of foreign conflicts and the perils of 
domestic strife and vicissitudes. By the 
Father of his Country our Constitution! 
was commended for adoption as ‘‘ the result 
of aspirit of amity and mutual concession.” 
In that same spirit it should be adminis- 
tered, in order to promote the lasting wel- 
fare of the country and to secure the 
full measure of its priceless benefits: 
to us and to those who will suc-— 
ceed to the ao of our national life., 
The large variety of diverse and competing( 
interests subject to Federal control, per- 
sistently seeking the recognition of their 
claims, need give us no fear that the, 
greatest good to the greatest number will] 
fail to be accomplished if, in the halls of! 
national fo geeaot tre that spirit of amity, 
and mutual concession should prevail in 
which the Constitution had its birth. If 
this involves the surrender or postpone~ 
ment of private interests and the abandon~ 
ment of local advantages, compensation 
will be found in the assurance that thug 
the common interest is subserved and tha 
general welfare advanced. 

In the discharge of my official duty 
shall endeavor to be guided by a just and 
unstrained construction of the Constitu-< 
tion, a careful observance of the distine- 
tion between the; powers granted to the 
Federal Government and those reserved! 
to the States or to the pees and by % 
cautious appreciation of those functio 
which, by the Constitution and laws, have 
been especially assigned to the executiv 
branch of the Government. But he who 
takes the oath to-day to preserve, baptecks 
and defend the Constitution of the Uni 
States only assumes the solemn obligation 
which every patriotic citizen, on the farm, 
in the workshop, in the busy marts 0 
trade, and everywhere, should share with! 
him. The Constitution which prescribes his’ 
oath, my countrymen,is yours; the Govern-= 
ment you have chosen him to administer 
for a time is yours; the suffrage which ex~ 
ecutes the will of freemen is yours; the 
laws and the entire scheme of our civil’ 
rule, from the town meeting to the State) 
Capitol and the National Capitol, are yours.; 
Your every voter, as surely as your Chief) 
Magistrate, under the same high sanction, ; 
though in a different sphere, exercises a 
public trust, Nor is this all. Every citi- 
zen owes to the country a vigilant watch 
and close scrutiny of the public servants 
and a fair and reasonable estimate of their 
fidelity and usefulness. This is the people’s' 
will impressed upon the whole framework 
of our civil polity—municipal, State, and; 
Federal—and this is the price of our liberty 
and inspiration of our faith in the Reg 
public. 


It is the duty of those serving the people 
in public places to closely limit pub- 
lic expenditures to the actual needs of 
the Government economically adminis- 
tered, because this bounds the right of the 
Government to exact tribute from the 
earnings of labor or the property of the 
citizen, and because public extravagance 
begets extravagance among the people. 
We should never be ashamed of the sim- 
plicity and prudential economies which 
are best suited to the operation of a re- 
publican form of government and most 
compatible with the mission of the Amer- 
ican people. Those who are selected for a 
limited time to manage public affairs are 
still of the people, and may do much by 
their example to encourage, consistently 
with the dignity of their official functions, 
that plain way of life which among their 
fellow-citizens aids integrity and pro- 
motes thrift and prosperity. 

The genius of our institutions, the needs 
of our people in their home life, and the 
attention which is demanded for the set- 
tlement and development of the resources 
of our vast territory dictate the scrupu- 
lous avoidance of any departure from that 
foreign policy commended by the history, 
the traditions, and the prosperity of our 
Republic. It is the policy of independence, 
favored by our position and defended by 
our known love of justice and by our 
power. Itisthe policy of peace suitable 
to our interests. 1t is the policy of neu- 
trality, rejecting any share in foreign 
broils and ambitions upon other continents 
and repelling their intrusion here. It is 
the policy of Monroe and of Washington’ 
and Jefferson—'tPeace, commerce, andi 
honest friendship with all nations, entan- 
gling ailiances with none.”’ ' 

A due regard for the interests and pros- 
perity of all the people demands that our 
finances shall be established upon such @ 
sound and sensible basis as shall secure the 
safety and confidence of business interests 
and make the wage of labor sure and 
steady; and that our system of revenue 
shall be so adjusted ast) relieve the people 
from unnecessary taxation, having a due 
regard to the interests of capital invested 
and workingmen employed in American 
industries, and preventing the accumula- 
tion of asurplusin the Treasury to tempt 
extravagance and waste. Care for the 

roperty of the Nation and for the needs of 
Fature settlers requires that the public do- 
main should be protected from purloining 
schemes and unlawful occupation. The 
conscience of the people demands that the 
indians within our boundaries shall be 
fairly and honestly treated as wards of the 
Government, and their education and ciy- 
ilization promoted with a view to their ul- 
timate citizenship, and that polygamy in 
the Territories, destructive of the family 
relation and offensive to the moral sense 
@f the civilized world, shall be repressed. 
The laws should be rigidly enforced which 
prohipit the immigration of a servile class 
to compete with American labor, with no 
intention of acquiring citizenship and 
bringing with them and retaining habits 
and customs repugnant to our civilization. 

The people demand reform in the admin- 
istration of the Government and the ap- 
plication of business principles to public 
affairs. As a means to this end civil serv- 
ice reform should be in good faith en- 
forced. Our citizens have the right to pro- 
tection from the incompetency of public 
employes who hold their places solely as 
the reward of partisan service and from 
the corrupting influence of those who 
promise and the vicious methods of those 
who expect suchrewards. And those who 
worthily seek public employment have 
the right to insist that merit and compe- 
tency shall be recognized instead of party 
subserviency or the surrender of honest 
political belief. : 

In the administration of a Government 
pledged to do equal and exact justice to: 
all men there should be no pretext for 
anxiety touching the protection of the 
freedmen in their rights, or their security 
in the enjoyment of their privileges un~ 
der the Constitution and its amendments. 
All discussion as to their fitness for the 
place accorded to them as American citi- 
zens is idle and unprofitable, except as it 
suggests the necessity for their improve- 
ment. The fact that they are citizens en- 
titles them to all the rights due to that re~ 
lation and charges them with all its du 
ties, obligations, and responsibilities. 

These topics and the coustant and ever- 
varying wants of an active and enterpris- 
ing population may wellreceive the atten- 
tion and the patriotic endeavor of all 
who make and execute thé Federal law.: 
Our duties are practical, and call for in- 
dustrious application, an intelligent per- 
ception of the claims of public office, and,} 
above all, a firm determination, by united’ 
action, to secure to all the people of the 
land the full benefits of the best form of 
government ever vouchsafed to man. 
And let us not trust to human effort alone, 
but humbly acknowledging the power and 
goodness of Almighty God, who presides 
over the destiny of nations, and who has

Mr. Carleton’s present traveling season has not 

been targely successful in a financial senso, 

owing to the fact that this was his first attempt 
to go through the country as the head 
of an organization. He is, however, very 
well satisfied with the result, and will carry 
his season through to the point originally 
contemplated. He has made a trip covering a 
quite unusual degree of space, having gone as 
far north as St. Paul,as far west as San Fran- 
cisco, and as far south as St. Louis. The route 
is not regurded among theatrical people as hav- 
ing been laid out upon particularly skillful 
lines. It has been ful! of long jumps, and the 
railway expenses of 40 people covering such a 
great extent of country as that embraced with- 
in Mr. Carleton’s travels must have been very 
heavy indeed. The proposition which this sing- 
er has accepted from the Casino is exceedingly 
advantageous. After the opera has run for 
three months it becomes Mr. Carleton’s property 
for the entire country, he retaining the priv- 
ilege of buying as much of the scenery and cos- 
tumes as he may think proper. ‘“ Nanon” is ex- 
pected to be ope of the very strongest successes 
ever made known inthe Casino. it has had an 
exceptionally prosperous careerin the German 
theatre, and every preparation that can possibly 


be made for its production at the Casino is even 
now being carefully considered. The company 
headed by Mr. Carleton’ will be remarkably 
strong.

The Boston Ideal Opera Company will play 
for three weeks at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. 
Itis known that the organization will not con- 
tinue under Miss Ober’s management after the 
Ist of June, and several managers in various 
parts of the country are in negotiation with the 
proprietress of this company for the purchase 
of its good-will, costumes, and trade mark. 
Among the bidders are the Messrs. Nixon & 
Zimmerman, of Philadelphia, who are very 
strong believers in the continued prosperity of 
the Ideals. The company is one ef the most ex- 
pensive institutions now traveling 1n connection 
with theatricais. The salary list alone is close to 
$3,000 a week, and the other experses will run 
pretty close up to $700 more. But the business 
done by Miss Ober’s combination has been 
sufficientiy large to give her a very handsome 
profit, and when she ceases ber connection with 
the Ideals she will be practically in an independ- 
ent condition financially. The company will be 
considerably weakened after this season by the 
withdrawal of Mr. Whitney and Mr. Barnabee. 
The former gentleman has fully determined to 
go back to oratorio, where with very little 
of the inconvenience of traveling about the 
country heis enabled to earn a handsome in- 
come. Mr. Barnabee before he became con- 
nected with the operatic stage had a very wide- 
spread popularity as a Lyceum star, and he will 
return to this business in preference tod remain- 
ing a leading featureof the Idealcompany. The 
forthcoming engagementof the-combination at 
the Fifth-Avenue Theatre will be the last one 
played in New-York under the present control.

TO CRIPPLE GOV. ABBETT. 


BILLS BEFORE THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLA- 
TURE TO CURTAIL HIS POWER. 

TRENTON, March 4.—Both houses of the 
Legislature held sessions to-day. At the after- 
noon session of the Senate, however, no quorum 
was present for the greater portion of the time, 
and finally an adjournment was taken till Mon- 
day night. During the brief afternoon session 
Mr. Miller offered resolutions congratulating the 
Democracy on its return to national power, but 
President Schenck declared them all out of 
order. Many of the Assemblymen were also ab- 
sent from their desks, but enough remained to 
preserve a quorum at both sessions, and another 
session will be held this morning. During the 
discussion in the House over Corbin's bill, per- 
mitting license fees from $20 to $100, Mr. Parker, 
of Newark, moved an amendment fixing the 
licenses at from $100 to $500 and abolishing the 
provision requiring the signatures of freeholders 
to the applications. His amendment was de- 
feated by a combination of Prohibitionists and 
liquor men. - 

A joint caucus was heldatnoon of Republican 
Senators and Assemblymen. It was called to 
consider bills designed to cripple the Gover- 
nor. Already two bills, one taking the power to 
appoint School Board members, and another 
taking the power to appoint Pilot Commission- 
ers out of his hands, and vesting it in joint meet- 
ing, have been introduced. The bill under discus- 
sion in joint caucus was that to divest him also of 
the power of appointing District Court Judges. 
Senator Griggs, of Passaic, and Assemblyman 
Dickinson, of Jersey City, rebelled against this 
new manifestation of partisanship. They de- 
ciared that the judiciary should be kept out 
of politics, and made astrong effort to prevent 
the acceptance of the bill by the caucus. When 
it was put to vote, however, the bill was made a 
caucus measure, and later in the day Mr. Dickin- 
son, as Chairman of the caucus, sent it to the 
Clerk’s desk forjfirst reading. It is said that other 
bills of the same nature are contemplated, and 
that all are to be pushed through. It is also 
stated that Senator Schenck, who was made 
President of the Senate by Democratic votes and 
his own, warmly advocated, in caucus, the bill 
adopted to-day, and that he will vote for it. As 
his vote alone was expected to prevent.the pass- 
age of the bills they will probably go through 
the Senate.

IS HE AN AMERICAN CITIZEN OR A BRITISH 
SUBJECT? 

Urica, N. Y., March 4.—The Herald will 
print to-morrow certified copies of documents 
on file in the departments at Washington con- 
cerning the citizenship of Thomas KE. Kinney, 
who was yesterday elected Mayor of this city on 
the reform ticket. These papers show that Kin- 
ney was arrested in Washington, in October, 1864, 
on suspicion of being a rebel spy, and they con- 
tain his declaration to the Provost Marshal-and 
to the British Minister that he was a British sub- 


ject. He was then 23 years oli, had been 
only eight years in the United States, had 
been attending the University of Vir- 
ginia, and at the time of arrest 


was on a trip North for funds to.continue his 
studies. His university certificate named him 
as ** Thomas E. Kinney, of Canada.” This and 
his certificate of British citizenship signed 
** Frederick J. Cridland, H. B. M., acting Consul 
for the State of Va.’ are among the papers, 
as wellas the order of Secretary Stanton for 
his discharge from the old Capitol Prison as a 
** British subject."" Mr. Kinney has never been 
naturalized, but during his residenee here he has 
claimed to be an American citizen and has-yoted 
assuch. Two years ago, when he was a candi- 
‘date for the State Senate, the existence of 
:these papers was intimated to him, and he then 
:publicly denied that he was ever arrested asa 
rebel spy, or ever declared himself a British sub- 
ect, or Claimed or received protection as such, 

he papers were withheld from publication 
then, but now that he has been elected to office 
asan American citizen he is asked to reconcile 
his sworn declaration of British citizenship with 
the requirements of his present situation. If he 
cannot do this, it is said his assumption.of the 
office of Mayor will be resisted by legal process.

SENACA LAKE FROZEN OVER. 
PENN YAN, N. Y., March 4.—While Keuka 
Lake, which lies on one side of this village, al- 
ways freezes over in Winter, and nearly always 
with ice of sufficient thickness to make ice 
yachting possible, Senaca Lake, lying on the 
other side of us, has ice on it so seldom that it is 


80 years since it has been in a condition any- 
where near approaching the one it is now in, 
and there is no record of it ever having been 
frozen-over so completely asitisnow. In many 

laces it is frozen from shore to shore with ice 
rom 12 inches to 2 feet in thickness. At Geneva 
an enterprising citizen has laid out a half-mile 
race track on the ice, andraces for purses made 
up by owners of rvadsters are of almost daily 
occurrence. Sleighing and skating carnivals are 
held on the ice for the first time in its history. 
The phenomenon of Seneca Lake frozen over 
attracts hundreds of people to see it daily. It is 
something they never saw beforeand never ex- 
pect to see again. 


REDUCING MILITARY EXPENSES. 

Hartrorp, Conn., Mareh 4.—The new 
Appropriations Committee will report a bill of 
great interest to the Connecticut National Guard 
to-morrow. A limit of $100,000 is fixed for the 
expenditure yearly to maintain the military 
establishments, which it is believed the military 
commutation tax will raise, as over $96,000 was 
realized last year with some arrearage ina few 
towns. The cost of the National Guard last year 
was about $112,000, exclusive of $40,000 paid on 
account of new armories and not to be-charged 
to running expenses. By the reduction it will 
be necessary to cut off the allowance for the an- 
nual encampment at Niantic, and in order to do 
this, instead of disturbing the efficiency of the 
Guard, a supplemental bill will be reported b 
the committee providing that only two regi- 
ments, or one-half of the whole brigade, shall 
go into camp yearly. This will save about. $20,000 
a year.

CLEVELAND MEN REJOICING. 


—_—_»>——_—— 

The display of patriotic bunting in the 
business part of the city was very liberal yester- 
day. Flags were flying from the tops of the City 
Hall, the Court House, all of the Federal build- 
ings, and many of the large business houses 
down town. The inauguration was the main 
topic of casual conversation, and in the business 
exchanges andin most places of public resort 
there were manifestations of unusual excite- 
ment. Street vendors conformed to the spirit of 


the day by offering for sale portraits of Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Vice-President Hendricks in 
great variety. 

The Custom House brokers who supported 
Cleveland Jast Fall practically took possession 
of the great rotunda at the Custom House late 
in the afternoon, and disported themselves with 
much entbusiasm and noise. Beery 100 of the 
brokers marched into the rotunda with flags and 
giant firecrackers. They were led by W. T. 
Woodruff, who was their Marshal during the 
campaign. The songs ** Climbing Up the Golden 
Stair” and “Auld Lang Syne” were sung, and 
Mr. Woodruff made ashort speech from one of 
the balconies. He assured the clerks employed 
in the rotunda that the new President was a 
sincere civil service reformer, and that he 
probably would not sanction the removal 
of competent and faithful clerks in any 
branch of the Government service. Fire- 
crackers were then lighted and distributed 
impartially in every part of the rotunda causing 
some fears that the woodwork would be set on 
fire. Collector Robertson’s attention was at- 
tracted by the noise and confusion, and he 
emerged from his private office just in time to 
hear three vigorous cheers for President Cleve- 
land. His appearance caused a temporary ces- 
sation of the racket, and he said: ‘* Boys, lam 
willing that you should have a good time but 
please don’t destroy the property of the Gov- 
ernment.” Three cheers were given for the Col- 
lector, three more for ex-President Arthur, and 
a third round for President Cleveland, followin 
which the crowd sang ‘* He is a jolly good fel- 
low,” changing the usual refrain to “for they 
are all jolly good feliows.” 

During the day neat little packages were sent 
to the desks of some of the well-known Repub- 
lican Deputy Collectors. Harry D. Stanwood, a 
nephew of James G. Blaine; Col. N. B. Bartram, 
Mr. Wyncoop, Mr. Quackenbush, and Andrew 
Green of the Naval Office, were among the re- 
cipients of these anonymous tokens. Upon 
opening his package each man found a lifeless 


crow. 

The Cleveland men in the Stock Exchange 
devoted about 10 minutes at noon toa noisy de- 
monstration in honor of the new President. 
Dariel T. Worden proposed three cheers for Mr. 
Cleveland, and they were given with much 
energy. Several of the brokers locked arms and 
marched across the board room shouting “ Gro- 
ver! Grover! Grover Cleveland.” In the Prod- 
uce Exchange 50 or 60 men in the grain ring 
stopped trading at 12 o’clock just long enough 
to cheer for the new President. The demonstra- 
tion in the Ootton Exchange was participated 
in by a very large proportion of the members 
who happened to be in the board room at noon. 
R. C, Allen opened the demonstration by beating 
loudly upon a big gong. Business was suspended 
and cheers were given for President Cleveland 
and ex-President Arthur. There were similar 
manifestations of enthusiasm in tho two oil ex- 
changes. 

The sentiment of mild festivity which seemed 
to prevail among men who bustled around down 
town did not extend to the proprietors of the 
principal restaurants and barrooms. They 
missed 5,000 hungry stomachs and _ thirsty 
throats. Familiar faces were gone, and s0 many 
of them at once as to cloud the smiling faces of 
the nimble-fingered cashiers and fill their souls 
with a sense of personal bereavement. The

Sherman totake charge of the Auditor’s 
office, made a second demand upon Mr. Brown 
for possession and was again refused. He left 
the office and ina few moments returned, ac- 


companied by the Governor, who approached 
Mr. Brown and said: “I understand, Mr. Brown, 
that you refuse to turn over this ‘office and the 
papers to Mr. Cattell.’’

Brown justified 
his course, and said the Governor had strongly 
and persistently refused to make any demand.

A continu- 
ance was taken till Friday morning, and Brown 
was held Ha bail, which was furnished by 
Robert McNulty, B. F. Kauffman, and W. T.

MINNEAPOLIS FLOUR MARKET. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 4.—The fol- 
lowing is the weekly review ot the flour pro- 
duction in Minneapolis by the Northwestern 
Miller for its issue of March 6: 


“The milling situation in Minneapolis is not mater- 
ally different from last week, except perhaps that the 
water has not been quite so extremely low since Mon- 
day. Notwithstanding the prevailing soft weather the 
water during the closing half of Jast week was no bet- 
ter than on the first three days, and water mills were 
not able to do much. Steam mills, however, ran 
sjeadily and sustained the ouput The Prgduction of 
the week ending Feb. 28 was 74,900 barrels, 
against, 78,100 barrels for the preceding week, and 
60,900 barrels for the corresponding period in 1884. 
The weather continues mild and thawing, and must 
have the effect of at least releasing the water held 
back by the ice, and these conditions are regarded as 
sure to bring about a good stage of ‘water in a very 
short time. Another mill, with 2,500 barrels capacity 
will be started up with steam next week, but une of 
1,200 barrels, operated by steam,was shut down on Sat- 
urday last. Credible reports areto the effect that another 
temporary-reduction of 3,000 barreis will be made next 
Saturday. Another mill of 1,200) barrels capacity is 
undecided. as to what course to pursue. In case the 
three mills should close. down, as now seems not un- 
likely. the capacity that will be wholly idle next week 
will be over 10,000 barreis, while the other mills in 
operation are only run on two-thirds time. With the 
flour market very dull millers show less desire to oper- 
ate their mills, especially where extra expense attend- 
ant upon“low water is involved, and the mills shut 
down are being put in repair in anticipation of better 
times further on." 











MINERS PREPARING TO STRIKE. 
PirrsspuRG, Penn,, March 4.—At this 
morning’s session of the joint Convention of the 
Railroad and River Miners a resolution was 
adopted to inform the trade tribunal that the 
convention had decided not to accept the um- 


pire’s award. The afternoon session was de- 
cidedly stormy. <A resolution decreasing the 
salaries of the officers was defeated by 1 vote. 
A resolution demanding a mining rate of 3 
cents caused a prolonged debate, as some 
of the delegates were opposed to a strike. When 
a vote was taken there was but one dissenting 
voice—President Costello. Mr. Costello, in a 
speech, wanted to know where the responsibil- 
ity wasto rest and declared that he could not 
lead the strike without money. The convention 
then adjourned until to-morrow morning. If 
the strike is inaugurated 4,000 miners will be 
thrown out of work unless the operators agree 
to pay the price demanded, which is unlikely.

Bowiine Grren, Mo., March 4.—Last 
night about 8 o’clock Taylor Lattimer shot and 
killed one John Griffith at the farm of the for- 
mer, a few miles west of thiscity. The trouble 
was the outcome of a disputed sale of hogs be- 
tween the two men. Lattimer took his shotgun, 
and proceeded to the cabin of a negro employed 
on his (Lattimer’s) farm, where he found Grit- 
fith.

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A BIG SUIT AGAINST THE SENEY 
SYNDICATE. 

THEY ARE ASKED TO ACCOUNT TO THE SUB- 
SCRIBERS FOR THE $5,000,000 oF OHIO 
CENTRAL BONDS, 

Mr. John 8, Stanton, a bondholder in the 
River Division of the Ohio Central Railroad 
Company, acting for himself and others, has 
begun a suit in the Supreme Court, Kings 
County, against George I. Seney and Samuel 
Shethar, the Ohio Central Railroad Comp.uny, 
and the Metropolitan National Bank, for the 
restitution of about $5,000,000, alleged by Stan- 
ton to have been improperly and fraudulently 
diverted from its legitimate use and applied to 
other purposes. The complaint recites the well- 
known facts attending the extension of the 
Ohio Central to the{Ohio River at Point Pleasant, 
where a bridge was to havefbeen constructed to 
make connections with the Richmond and 
Alleghany extension, which is known as the 
Atlantic and Northwestern Railroad Company. 
The extension of the Ohio Central was walled the 
River Division, and for its construction the 
stockholders of the present company subscribed 
for $4,000,000 first mortgage and $4,000,000 income 
bonds. The Ohio Coal Company joined in the 
scheme, and was also liable for the bonds issued. 

Messrs. Seney and Shethar, the latter of whom 
was President of the company, received about 
5, on the subscription, but they neither 
finished the extension in Ohio nor completed 
the bridge, the title to the latter iu fact being in 
the interest of parties hostile to the road. The 
$4,000,000 tirst mortgage bonds were duly issued, 
and mortgages from the coal company securing 
the bonds were taken and recorded March 7, 
1882, at 2P, M. Mr. Stanton claims that the 
records now show that a prior mortgage was 
recorded two hours previous, given to Mr. 
George J. McGourkey, Cashier of the Metro- 

olitan National Bank. This was for $1,800,000 

© secure car trust, which Mr. Stanton claims 
were owned by Seney and Shethar and their 
associates. Mr. Stanton also claims that $500,000 
given to a committee represented by the de- 
fendants to complete the main line from Toledo 
to Columbus was handed over to the coal com- 
pany, of which Seney ana Shethar were Direct- 
ors, and used by them to pay the interest as it 

matured. a . 

The complaint further recites that $1,250,000 
was loaned by the Ohio Central Railroad to the 
Richmond and Alleghany, which gave its second 
mortgage bonds for $2,000,000 as security. These 

2,000,000 in bonds were turned over by the de- 
tendants to the Metropolitan’ National Bank as 
collateral for a loan of $500,000, which was in 
turn applied by Seney and Shethar to the pay- 
ment of interest on the bonds of the Ohio Central 
Railroad, then largely held ‘by the defendants. 
Mr. Stanton claims that a large part of the 
$5,000,000 raised to build the River Division and 
complete the bridge at Point Pleasant was not 
used for that purpose, but was absorbed by the 
defendants. The Metropolitan Bank, through 
Mr. Seney as President and Mr. McGourkey, its 
Cashier, the complaint claims, had full knowl- 
edge of the right of the subscribers to the $2,000,- 
000 in bonds turned over to it by Seney and 
Shethar. The plaintiff demands an accounting. 

The case came up yesterday before Judge 
Brown on a motion to set aside an extension of 
time to answer. The motion was granted, and 
the answer will have to be filed in about two 
weeks. Messrs. Birdseye, Cloyd & Bayliss ‘ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, Fisher A. Baker for the 
Metropolitan National Bank, and Sherman 
Evarts for Mr, Seney and the Ohio Central.

CLEVELAND, March 4.—The annual elec- 
tion of the stockholders of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Railway Com- 
pany was held to-day in the Bee Line headquar- 
ters. No business of general interest was trans- 
acted, the time being occupied in listening to 
the customary report of President Devereux and 
in balloting. None of the Vanderbilts were 
present, their stock being voted by Gen. Dev- 
ereux, who represented two-thirds of the capital 
stock of $15,000,000, voting 90,000 shares.

ASSAULTED BY A POLICEMAN. 

Mrs. Charles J. Hessman, the wife of a 
compositor, who, with her husband, lives at No. 
73 Cranberry-street, Brooklyn, telis a story of an 
outrageous assault upon her by a New-York 
policeman. On Monday evening she came over 
to arrange for purchasing a store in Beach- 
street, and while walking up Broadway she was 
stopped at the corner of Chambers-street by a 
uniformed officer, who made improper proposals 
to her. Mrs. Hessman walked on and the officer 
seized her. She screamed and the brute began 
to handle her roughly and tore her dress and 
cloak, besides threatening to arrest her. A 
district messenger boy ran up to see what 
was the matter, but he was driven away 
by the officer. Finally a member of the Fire De- 
partment, named Reilly, who heard Mrs. Hess- 
man’s screams, hurried up, and the officer re- 
leased her. Mr. Reilly then escorted her home, 
and gave her his address, promising to appear 
and testify in court tothe assault whenever he 
should be needed.

REPUBLICANS DON’T WANT CONNECTICUT'S 
REPRESENTATIVE SYSTEM ALTERED. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 4.—The bill 
providing fora Constitutional Convention was 
the special order in the House to-day, and, after 
a brief discussion, was continued to the next 
session on the recommendation of the Judiciary 
Committee. This bill, which provided that the 
proposed convention should not deprive any 
town of at least one representative in the Legis- 
lature, so that the present system of representa- 
tion could not be changed, but only reduced, 
was originally drawn by the present Governor, 
Henry B. Harrison, in 1872, and by bim intro- 
duced into the Legislature. ‘The Republicans, 
however, do not generally favor a convention, 
and the bill would have been defeated if acted 
upon to-day by almost a party majority. 

There has never been but one Constitutional 
Convention in Connecticut, and that was in 1318. 
Twenty-six amendments have been adopted 
since. In the discussion to-day the main facts 
brought out were concerning the irregularities 
of representation. Eighteen towns in the State 
have more than one-half the population, and 
only 32 representatives out of a total of 256 rep- 
resentatives from 149 towns. Branford, East 
Haven, Hamden, Naugatuck, Orange, Stratford, 
Westport, Sprague, and Portland have over 
8,000 population each, and one representative 
each, while Chaplain, Durham, Killingly, Union, 
and Hartland, with an aggregate population 
of only 3,547 have 10 representatives. By another 
comparison, each representative from the five 
towns just named stands for 354 people, while a 
New-Haven representative stands for 81,441. 
Each representative in Connecticut legislates for 
2,496 people and 20 square miles of territory, and 
each representative in New-York legislates for 
39,709 people and 384 square miles. Though the 
convention as proposed would be in control of 
the towns just as the Legisiature now is, because 
the representation composing it would be the 
same, yes the day is probably not near at hand 
when the country towns will consent to it.

SIX CONVICTS CREEP THROUGH A TUNNEL 
TO LIBERTY. 

JACKSON, Mich., March 4.—Jyst before 
6 o’clock last night one of the guards at the 
prison saw six convicts running off from the 
north wall and began firing his gun, but without 
effect. The fugitives were George Murray, of 
Shiawasse County, sentenced December, 1881, to 
seven years for burglary; George Wilson, of De- 
troit, sentenced for life February, 1884, for 
murder in the second degree; Frank Dea- 
con. of Lenawee County, sentenced to 10 


years for robbery in April, 1884; James Law- 
son, of Detroit, sentenced May, 1884, to 15 
years for burglary and assault; John A. Kyan, 
of Detroit, sentenced November, 1879, to 15 years 
for burglary, and Richard 'l'albot, of Muskegon, 
sentenced to 15 years for manslaughter in May, 
188]. The last-named weighs about 200 pounds, 
and, as he could not run fast, climbed into a car 
of a freight train which wus passing slowly. He 
was seen by a trainman, the train was stopped, 
and he was taken back. One of the shots of the 
guard had clipped the top of his ear. The others 
scattered north and west. , Immediately on the 
alarm being given all the keepers and guards 
that could be spared, about 20, started in pursuit. 

The tunnel through which they escaped was 
started under the floor of an old unused black- 
smith’s shop, and, from what was said by a 
convict, the prisoners must have been at work 
at it six or seven months. They were employed 
as roustabouts on the Webster contract, and had 
access to the old shop. The tunnel is about 40 
feet long and 2 feet in diameter, and where they 
put the dirt is a mystery. 

Murray is wanted in New-York for the mur- 
der of a policeman, which crime was confessed 
to by aconvict named Seymour, who died here 
ashort time ago. In his confession he said that 
Murray did the Killing. 








EXPERT TESTIMONY QUESTIONDD. 
Utioa, March 4.—The possibility of error 
in expert testimony is suggested by the post- 
mortem examination of the body of S. Clark 
Smith, the Fairfield teacher shot by Dr. Richter 
at Middleville last Saturday. It was shown that 
one buliet passed through the left lung and 


through the left auricle and right ventricle of 
the heart. Another shot passed through the 
right lung, Each was a fatal shot, yet by moas- 
urement Smith walked 82 feet before ke fell. 
The day this murder was committed the case of 
Calvin McCarg, on trial for the killing of 
Theresa Johnson at Forestport last April, was 
iven toa jury in this city. Theresa was tound 
ead on a bed in her father’s house. In 
another room, 20 feet distant, a revolver 
was lying. One theory of the defense was 
suicide. This was rejected on the positive testi- 
mony of physicians that the girl’s death was 
necessarily instantaneous, asthe bullet passed 
through the right and Jeft ventricles and aorta of 
the heart, and that she could not have stirred 
after receiving the wound. Other physicians 
gave testimony disputing this conclusion, but 
the theory of instantaneous death was accepted 
by the jury, and McCarg was convicted on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. This testimony has been 
much discussed, since it has been demonstrated 
that a person receiving two mortal wounds, one 
similar to that of Miss Johnson, could move, and 
did in fact walk 82 feet. The justicoof Mc- 
Carg’s conviction, however, is not in question. 
re 
INSURANCE POLICY AGREEMENTS. 
PrymoutH, Mass., March 4.—A decision 
of importance toinsurers und insured has just 
been handed down by the Supreme Court in the 
case of William’ L. Reed, ofjAbington, against the 
Washington Fire Insurance Company, which 
was first tried before Judge Aldrich, in the Su- 
perior Court. This was one of several cases de- 
pending on whether a printed agreement in in- 
surance policies to submit loss to arbitration in 
case of disagreement between parties barred 
suit to recover loss. The defendant’s counsél 
claimed that no other evidence was admissible, 
but was overruled by Judge Aldrich, and the 
case appealed to the Supreme Court. The re- 
script is as follows: ** The provision inthe policy 
agreeing to submit aloss to arbitration is not 
a condition to the plaintiff's right of action fora 
loss, and is not valid to bar such action. There 
was no error in the admission of evidence.”

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

CuicaGco, March 4.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were less active to-day, but averaged stronger.

The 
latter part of the rumor was scouted by those who 
know that there are plenty of steamers idle this Win- 
ter, the owners of which could supply a big transporta- 
tion service without drawing off any of the vessels now 
plying on line engagements. The progress of the Govern- 
ment change at Washington was scarcely referred to on 
’Change here, but it undoubtedly caused orders from 


outside to be Jess In number than usual, and the trad- 
ing was mostly local. Provisions were dull but firmer,

The impression made by President 
(CLEVELAND in Washington yesterday was 
marked and favorable. It was a severe 
itest, when it is remembered that person- 
wally he was entirely unknown to nearly 
‘all those who assembled in vast numbers 
‘to receive him, and that when he entered 
‘the national capital as President-elect he 
entered it for the first time. His perfect 
self-command and easy and dignified 
bearing, with the strength of the address 
which he delivered, gave new confidence 
to all classes of observers. 








The Republicans in the Legislature of 
‘New-Jersey are preparing bills to take the 
appointing power out of the hands of the 
Governor and vest it im the joint meeting 
of the two houses. It is a bad scheme, 
and particularly bad as relates to the ju- 
diciary. Gov. ABBETT is the author of 
eertain declarations touching partisan use 
of the appointing power which are un- 
sound and absurd, but if he applies them 
in practice he and the party electing him 
can be held responsible. On the other 
fhand, the Republican contrivance applies 
precisely the same tiews and is equally 
mischievous, while it will be practically 
impossible to call its authors and those 
who carry it out to account. 








There was much justice in the remarks 
jof Mr. Epmounps yesterday in adjourning 
the Senate. Neither this Congress, nor 
pny other for a long time past, has availed 
itself of the services of the inseparable 
handmaid of wisdom and justice, ‘‘ de- 
liberate and timely diligence.” That es- 
timable and efficient maid has not only not 
een employed, but has been replaced by 
the coquettish and not too virtuous creat- 
mre known as “intrigue.” There is no 
mse in denying that in the present bad 
organization of the national legisla- 
ture too much arbitrary power rests 
in the hands of avery few men at the 
head of committees, and is liable to abuse, 
and is, in fact, greatly abused. The man- 
mer in which the whole business of legis- 
Jation has been controlled and held back 
in both sessions of the last Congress by Mr. 
RANDALLis simply scandalous. Whatever 
his motive may have been, it was not a 
good motive, and his course has defeated 
much good and necessary legislation, and 
promoted much that was bad. 








Mr. CLEVELAND had not taken the oath 
pf office before some of the prominent 
goembers of the Democratic Party in 
‘Washington began to call attention to 
what they deem the necessity of an extra 
session of Congress. But this is clearly a 
question that Mr. CLEVELAND. can take a 
reasonable time to examine and determine. 
That there are measures of substantial im- 
portance which it is very desirable that 
Congress should enact is perfectly true; 
put on the one hand it is not evident 
that they cannot await the regular 
Jong session, beginning in Decem- 
ber, and on the other hand, 
not at all

The canny Connecticut Legislature is to 
be asked to cut down the expense of the 
militia of the State by giving up in whole 
or in part the annual encampment at 
Niantic. This is worse than cheese par- 
ing. Connecticut has a very good militia 
force, which costs much less than it is 
worth. It would be better, far better, for 
that State and all others to spend money 
liberally and,wisely in improving the State 
troops than to save a few thousand dol- 
larsa year. At present we have no na- 
tional army to speak of, and the State 
militia should be made to take its place, 
as can be done at very moderate cost and 
with rich reward. 








The Legislature did not adjourn yester- 
day for the purpose of doing the new 
President a doubtful honor by neglecting 
its own duties, nor did it accomplish any- 
thing in the performance of its duties. 
The Senate took occasion to indulge ina 
most unseemly and senseless political 
wrangle, with a show of feeling quite 
amazing under the circumstances, and 
then being in no mood for work it ad- 
journed merely to cool off. The Assem- 
bly devoted itself to passing a bill 
similar to one vetoed last year by the new 
President, having for its purpose the lim- 
itation of the hours of labor on street 
cars. Twelve hours are long enough for 
any man to work in a day, no doubt, but 
if a man will work longer in order to earn 
more than will be paid for twelve hours’ 
labor it is useless to try to prevent him by 
law. He may be prevented, but the loss 
of wages cannot be made up to him. 
This is a kind of legislation that is worse 
than futile. 








MR. CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. CLEVELAND’S inaugural address is 
dignified, simple, and forcible. It has in 
it the tone of sincerity and directness that 
has come to be regarded as characteristic 
of the man. It is clear that he enters on 
the duties of his office with a deep sense 
of responsibility to the whole country, and 
the whole country will receive with 
hearty and grateful assent his deprecation 
of partisan spirit. We believe, also, that 
it will respond cordially to his appeal to 
remember that his trust is shared by 
** every patriotic citizen,” and that ‘‘ every 
citizen owes to the country a vigilant 
watch and close scrutiny of its public 
servants and a fair and reasonable esti- 
mate of their fidelity and usefulness.” 
The brief and succinct reference made 
by the President tothe duties of his office 
and to the chief ends which he will keep 
in view is eminently satisfactory. His 
statement that the public expenditures 
should be “ limited to the actual needs of 
the Government economically adminis- 
tered” is not, from his lips, the trite 
formula of the political platform, for he 
has shown in the Governor's office, at 
Albany, that he not only knows clearly 
what this statement implies but that he 
has the practical sense and the capacity 
and the will to apply it effectively. He 
adds that the principle defined by him 
** bounds the right of the Government to 
exact tribute from the earnings of labor 
and the property of the citizen.” <A 
just economy and taxation for pub- 
lic purposes solely are thus, with 
him, not a matter of expediency, 
but a matter of well-settled con- 
stitutional obligation. The principle 
will be found to be the key to his policy 
at Washington as it was at Albany. As 
to the foreign policy of ‘‘independence,” 
of ‘* peace,” and of ‘‘ neutrality rejecting 
any share in foreign broils and ambitions, 
and repelling their intrusion here,” the 
country will be entirely satisfied and will 
await with confidence its steady applica- 
tion. His references to the finances and 
the adjustment of the revenue system are 
in harmony with the views he has already 
professed and with those of the great body 
of intelligent citizens of all parties. 

There is no mistaking the tone in which 
he speaks of “‘ reform in the administra- 
tion of the Government, and the applica- 
tion of business principles to public af- 
fairs,’ and in which he announces that 
‘‘civil service reform should be in good 
faith enforced.” The double obligation to 
the people and to “‘ all who worthily seek 
public employment,” that ‘merit and 
competency shall be recognized instead of 
party subserviency or the surrender of 
honest political belief,” shows the Presi- 
dent’s characteristic spirit of fairness and 
his profound sense of duty. It is a long 
time since the party which was largely 
represented in the vast crowds at Wash- 
ington has been called on to listen to so 
much sound doctrine, so clearly declared, 
and evidently backed by so resolute and 
practical a will. It remains to be seen 
how that party will receive the application 
of the doctrine which is sure to follow. It 
should be added that the President’s dec- 
laration regarding the freedmen is na- 
tional, just, and honorable. 








THE RETIREMENT OF GEN. GRANT. 


In one respect the Forty-eighth Congress 
redeemed itself on the last day of the ses- 
sion. It passed without any further 
wrangling or irrelevant discussion the bill 
which enabled the President to restore 
Gen. GRANT to the rank of General of the 
Army on the retired list. Placing the old 
hero of the war in that appropriate place 
was the last official act of President 
ARTHODR, and the Senate at once confirmed 
it by a unanimous vote. Thus graciously 
was ended the incident of the session by 
which it will be remembered when all its 
other acts have sunk into oblivion. 

It is just sixteen years since Gen, GRANT 
left the position at the head of the army 
of the United States, which he had earned 
by a series of the most significant military 
exploits of modern times, to serve his 
country in an exalted civil station at the 
imperative call of the people. That call 
was due rather to their admiration of 
his achievements as a soldier than 
to their recognition in him of any 
special fitness for civil 
and it is not to be wondered at 
if his Administration was in some 
respects disappointing at least. Just one- 
half that interval of sixteen years was 





spent by Gen, GRaNT at the head of the 


functions, 





Government and the other half has been 
passed in private life. He has enjoyed 
the plaudits of mankind in all countries 
and tasted the fruits of the highest dis- 
tinction, all of which were won by his 
great service to the Nation in its supreme 
crisis. He has also tasted the bitterness of 
failure in private life, in a field for which 
he certainly had no fitness. 

All this is past. He has retired from the 
activities of life save that of struggling to 
complete a written record of his military 
experience, as a bequest to his fellow-citi- 
zens, while in the grasp of an agonizing 
disease from which he can scarcely hope 
to recover. He is not old in years, not yet 
sixty-three, but he is broken in health, 
and for him the turmoil of life is over. 
He has ceased to be a figure in politics 
and to hold any relation to the contentions 
of parties or the activities of public life. 
It is proper that he should revert now to 
his old place and be enrolled among the 
veterans of the Republic with the title 
that was created to give him an appropri- 
ate distinction. It was asasoldier that 
he rose out of obscurity and advanced in 
the short space of four years to the very 
pinnacle of military greatness. It is asa 
soldier that he will be remembered with 
enduring and unalloyed gratitude by his 
countrymen. With his well-earned title 
he will go down to his grave, whether in 
the decrees of a gracious Providence it be 
sooner or later, and for him, at least, it 
cannot be said that this Republic has 
proved ungrateful. The Republic is the 
people, ard they will watch his declining 
days with tender solicitude, and cherish 
his memory with admiration and pride. 








THE MAIL SUBSIDY. 


In the last hours of the Forty-eighth 
Congress the House was induced to re- 
cede from its position on the amendment 
to the Postal Appropriation bill, which 
makes provision for the transportation of 
foreign mails. This has come to be known 
as the Pacific Mail subsidy clause from 


the fact that it has been strongly 
urged by the agents of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, and _ that 


that company will be the chief benefi- 
ciary. This amendment appropriates 
$800,000 for the transportation of foreign 
mails, and authorizes the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to enter into contracts for any part of 
this service with the lowest responsible 
bidder, at a rate not exceeding 50 cents 
per nautical mile, provided ‘‘the mails so 
contracted” shall be carried on American 
steamships and the aggregate amount of 
the contracts shall not exceed one-half 
the sum appropriated. 

The chief argument of the advocates 
of ‘‘ liberal compensation” to American 
steamships for carrying the mails is that 
it will promote the establishment of lines 
which cannot otherwise exist, and yet 
they protest that what they ask for is not 
asubsidy. According to their own defini- 
tion of its purpose it is a subsidy, for it is 
intended to assist the establishment and 
maintenance of steamship lines which can- 
not sustain themselves without this help 
from the Government. When such is the 
avowed purpose of an appropriation it 
ceases to have any direct relation with the 
question of legitimate compensation for 
mail carrying, which is mainly a question 
of cost to some organization having the 
facilities for the work. 

Almost the only established line of 
American steamers to be contracted with 
at present is that of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany, and it does not need a subsidy to 
aid either its establishment or main- 
tenance. To it anything above a fair 
compensation for mail service is a bonus, 
and the provision for competitive bidding 
has no application in its case. It will 
have a monopoly on its lines and get the 
full rate of 50 cents a mile. Ac- 
cording to Senator FRYE it was paid 
only 7 cents a mile last year, and as it 
received $21,559 84 it must have run 
something over 300,000 miles, which will 
entitle it to $150,000 and more under the 
law just passed. This will leave some- 
thing like $250,000 to be competed for by 
those who propose to establish new lines 
to foreign ports. If it serves as a substan- 
tial encouragement it will merely set these 
people going upon enterprises which the 
Government will be called upon to sus- 
tain hereafter. In other words, it is 
meant to be the beginning of a subsidy 
policy, of the ultimate scope and extent 
of which it gives no indication. 








THE INAUGURATION. 


The national capital is perhaps better 
fitted than any other American city for 
such civic pageants as that which yes- 
terday took place within its precincts. 
There are very few streets capable at once 
of accommodating and of exhibiting a 
great procession so well as the straight 
stretch of Pennsylvania-avenue from the 


Capitol to the White House. It lacks, 
indeed, the bordering of imposing 
architecture which counts for s50 
much in the impressiveness of spec- 
tacles. The Capitol itself, especially 


since the recent improvements in its sur- 
roundings have secured its architectural 
detachment by an ample and dignified 
approach, closes appropriately the vista of 
the broad avenue. But by a curious irony 
the private builling of Washington is in 
scale as ififerior to the street architecture 
of our larger cities as the public buildings 
are superior. The unusual width of the 
avenue demeans the buildings which 
border it, and is itself in turn exaggerated 
by the contrast, so that the impression it 
makes is that of a royal road to a palace 
through a village. The recent embellish- 
ments of the residential quarters of Wash- 
ington have had comparatively little effect 
upon the thoroughfare through which 
passes the quadrennial procession which 
concentrates upon the capital the minds 
of all Americans. But in amplitude, at 
least, the avenue is equal to all the re- 
quirements that can be made upon it, and 
no one of the spectators of yesterday’s 
pageant, among whom the visitors per- 
haps outnumbered the residents, can have 
failed, except through his own negligence, 
of seeing well the sight he had come to 
see. 

Without doubt it was a sight worth see- 
ing, and worthy of becoming memorable 
to all who saw it. What MacavLay says 





of the trial of Warren HastTINas, that 





“‘the ambassadors of great kings and 
commonwealths gazed with admiration 
on a spectacle such as no other country in 
the world could present,” we * Americans 
may even more justly apply to the 
foreigners who witnessed the inaugura- 
tion of CLEVELAND. The change from one 
President to another of the same party is 
the only change in the Executive Govern- 
ment of ‘the United States which any 
American under 30 can remember to have 
witnessed. But the actual devolution of 
government from one party, which has 
for a quarter of a century been undis- 
turbed in its possession to the other 
is an event which elsewhere, in- 
stead of being a devolution, would 
constitute a revolution. The English 
change of administration from one ‘‘ com- 
mittee of the House of Commons” to an- 
other is not to be compared with it in the 
momentousness of its significance. Yet it 
was accomplished yesterday without a 
shock, without a jar, without even such 
a momentary perturbation as would be 
wrought in Great Britain by the death of 
Queen VICTORIA and the accession of the 
Prince of WALEs. 

In the presence of this great and cheer- 
ing fact the pomps and vanities, the mil- 
linery and upholstery, of the inauguration 
are but of small account. It is, however. 
gratifying to note that these things were 
arranged in that spirit of simplicity to 
which the incoming President referred as 
suitable to a Government of all the peo- 
ple. There was nothing in the arrange- 
ments to diminish in the mind of any 
man who heard his words the force of 
his reminder that his oath to observe the 
Constitution of the United States was but 
the formal registration of his purpose, as 
the chosen representative of the people, 
to fulfill the duties which the fact of citi- 
zenship imposes upon every citizen. It 
was this truth that gave their whole sig- 
nificance to the ceremonies of the inaugu- 
ration, and the ceremonies were fitted to 
bring this truth home. 

There was no man in the vast throng 
at the capital, or in the far vaster multi- 
tudes who this morning read the reports 
of witnesses, who may not feel himself to 
be a participant in the inaugural cere- 
monies, and to hold his share of responsi- 
bility for the government of his country. 
It isthus more profoundly true of this pag- 
eant than of any other that the spectators 
were themselves the spectacle which they 
had come to witness, and which was so 
well worth their witnessing. 











A NEEDED DECISION. 


That it is lawful for a lady to wear a 
low-necked dress at a ball is conceded, 
but it has long been felt that an authori- 
tative definition of the limits of the terri- 
tory known as the neck is needed. How 
far does the feminine neck extend, and 
precisely where does it become merged in 
the contiguous territories of back and 
bosom? Men, of course, know nothing 
as to this matter, and women seem to 
know very little more. Something in the 
nature of a boundary commission with 
power to make an exhaustive survey is 
clearly needed. 

At last we are about to have this im- 
portant boundary question settled by a 
judicial decision. A young lady wearing 
a low-necked dress was recently expelled 
from a ball by one of the managers on 
the ground that her dress was. too low. 
She appealed at once to a court for re- 
dress, and the court will have to decide 
how low a Jow-necked dress may be 
worn, or, in other words, what are the 
precise limits of the feminine neck. 

With the methods by which the court 
will arrive at its decision we have no con- 
cern. Itis evident, however, that the court 
will have to appoint a commission of ex- 
perts who will make a survey and fix a 
boundary which, in their opinion, should 
be adopted as the southerly boundary of 
neck. Such a report, properly illustrated 
with a topographical map, would give the 
court sufficient data on which to base a 
decision. At any rate, a decision will be 
made, and we shall soon know the true 
extent of neck, and be able to decide ata 
glance whether any given low-necked 
dress keeps within the territorial limits or 
whether it unlawfully encroaches upon 
territory not appertaining to neck. 








The last hours of the session in the 
House of Representatives were discredit- 
ably occupied in the grabbing of appro- 
priations for public buildings. The Chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings seems to be responsible for the begin- 
ning of this performance, which was ren- 
dered additionally unseemly by the lack 
of a quorum. Mr. RaNDALL’s appeal for 
decency at last had its effect, and but for 
his efforts the Sundry Civil bill would very 
probably have failed. The Representa- 
tives who had not yet saddled the bill 
with the jobs in which they were indi- 
vidually interested were naturally dis- 
gusted that their colleagues had got the 
start of them; but that is the just fate of 
belated log rollers. 








Col. ALIKHANOFF’S reported advance upou 
the Afghan fortress of Pendjeh, in the ex pecta- 
tion of seeing the Turcoman garrison revolt in 
his favor, throws light upon a} very important 
though studiously concealed element in Russia’s 
Asiatic policy. To conquer by sowing disunion 
among her enemies has been her uniform method 
from first to last, and there can be little doubt 
that her present movementsin Afghanistan are 
influenced to no small extent by the secret hope 
that if she can once come within striking dis- 
tance of the Indian frontier she will be aided by 
an anti-English rising of the Hindus as formi- 
dable as that of 1857. This hope is not wholly 
visionary. NANA SAHIB and the other insurgent 
leaders were undoubtedly animated by the ex- 
pectation of help from Russia, which they would 
certainly have received had she been within 
reach. But unhappily for Russia’s plans her 
nearest Hindu neighbors are the Sikhs of the 
Punjaub, who were England’s stanchest sup- 
porters in 1857, and the: Kashmiris, who, if less 
rootedly loyal to England, are certainly by no 
means biased in favor of Russia.

WHAT THEY SAY ABOUT THEIR TRIP ALONG 
THE NILE, 

Harrrax, Nova Sootia, March 4—The 
steamer Hanoverian, which reached this harbor 
early this morning with 262 Canadian voyageurs, 
had a stormy passage. Leaving Queenstown on 
the 2th a strong southwest gale sprang uv on 
the 2Ist,and prevailea without intermission of 
violence till the 24th. On the latter day the 
weather moderated, but on the following day 
another gale from the same direction setin. On 
tbe 27th the hurricane raged with terrible fury, 


tossing the ship about in an alarming manner,and 
tremendous seas swept the deck continually. 
Several large icebergs were . the last one 
being seen in latitude 42° 35’. Capt. Thompson 
asserts that it wasone of the worst voyages he 
ever made. The voyageurs say the climate a:ong 
the Nile is one of steady heat all day and no moist- 
ure or dew whatever at night. About 4A. M. it 
would get slightly cool. The flies, very much 
like our house flies. were continually uble- 
some from daylight till dark, and apt to muke 
sore eyes. The natives would not kill them, 
as it is against their religion, but always 
brush them off. Just before they left 
midget flies were bothersome and getting worse 
from bed to day as the heat in x nd 
flies getting into any cut or crack made it swell 
and pain terribly. A. T. McLean, of the West 
River, of Pictou, was the only Nova Scotian of 
the voyageurs who returned, four others re- 
maining at Cairo and Alexandria. <All the pro- 
visions purchased in the country were dates 
and pigeons’ eggs, which latter cost a piastre 
each, though could be bought at Cairo for a 
Piastre. The veyageurs had sole command of the 
boats and had to be obeyed, often commanding 
British officers to wade out and pull on the tow 
rope. The soldiers were particularly careless 
and would frequently stop work, as if perfectly 
indifferent whether there was a wreck or not. 
Their clothing was very ragged, and they were 
kept under the strictest discipline. A smart lit- 
tle Arab child of 18 had taken a great fancy to 
the voyageurs and was bound to come home 
with them. They taught him English and 
brought him from Wady Halfay to Assouan, 
about 30 miles, when his friends stopped him, and 
he cried bitterly at parting. 

The Christmas dinner at the foot of Hawick 
Cataract consisted of beet and hardjtack boiled 
up together with a little vegetables into what 
is called ““a fag.” The voyayxeurs came promi- 
nently to the front in the sportslat Wady Halfay 
gotten up by English officers there, and some 
printers among the garrison got out asmall 
newspaper, most creditable in every respect, 
called the Wady Halfay Gazette. 

The whale boats were poorly built and unsuit- 
able, and were each loaded down with 10 men 
and 2,000 pounds of ammunition and stores. 
Many of them collapsed or had their bows stove 
in and went to pieces while being towed through 
the cataracts. The men were too late in start- 
ing, and the Nile had begun to fall before the: 
left Wady Haifay. Some days they made 10 to 
miles. On other days, when going through the 
cataracts, they would not make half a mile. 
The bed of the river was studded with 
rocks’ and sandbanks, hidden by the mudd 
water and only discovered when the boats wou 
crash against or upon them. While 800 boats 
were towed along the river 2,000 or 3,000 camels 
marched on its banks, forming a picturesque 
procession. Many of the voyageurs brought 
home relics of the land of the Pharaohs, includ- 
ing many Arab spears smeared with the blood of 
English soldiers killed on the Soudan battle 
fields. The cost of the 350 voyageurs to the En- 
glish Government was $3,000 a head.

MORRISON’S CHANCE GONE. 





INDEPENDENT MR. HAINES DESERTS THR 
DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, March 4.—The absence 
of one Senator and four Representatives pre- 
vented the Republicans from voting for a 
United States Senator in the joint convention 
to-day. Thata vote would have been of great 
advantage to them was shown when Speaker 
Haines made his promised break from Morrison, 
and the ill-feeling among’ the Democratic fac- 
tions resulted in a personal encounter on the 
floor of the House between Representatives 
Baker and Campbell. After Representative 
Logan’s death Haines decided that the 
time had come to make the Democrats feel his 
power, and to see what could be done in his own 
behalf. The roli call to-day showed 193 presents. 
The only vote cast was by Haines, who went 
back to Bishop, his first favorite, whom of 
course he never expects to see elected. Haines 
explained his vote by saying that although he 
was an independent, he had voted with the Dem- 
ocratic gine which had _ elected him 
Speaker, until he had been convinced 
that orrison could not’ win. Now 
he proposed to independent once 
more. The result is looked ppon as the death 
blow to Morrison, and it is not believed that he 
now hasthe slightest chance of sitting in the 
United States Senate. Carter Harrison’s friends 
take some courage, but the sentiment here is 
overwhelmingly against Chicago’s demagogue 
Mayor. Itis generally understood that he wag 
to bave been benefited by the Mackin frauds, if 


he was not privy to them, and the respectable — 


Democrats will refuse at any cost to saddle the 
Party with such a candidate.

THE HAZEN COURT-MARTIAL. 

From the Evening Post of Yesterday. 
President Arthur ordered yesterday a 
general court-martial to convene at Washing- 
ton on March 11 to try Gen. Hazen for conduct 
prejudicial to good order and military discipline. 
The charge against Hazen is based upon hia 
remarkable conduct in publicly criticising the 


Secretary of War in relation to the manage- 
ment of the Greely relief expedition. Why the 
President delayed this action so long is not ap- 
parent, but we are very glad that he took it 
even in the final hours of his Administration. 
The revelations made by the Proteus court of 
inquiry were ample justification for ordering a 
court-martial, for they were summed up in the 
enumeration of no Jess than nine blunders by 
Hazen, which, in the language of the court, 
“either directly led or Jargely contributed to 
the abortive issue of the expedition.” His im- 
pertinence has been equal to his incompetence 
as an officer, and it would have been altogether 
too lenient treatment for him to be simply re- 
moved from the head of the Signal Service by 
President Cleveland, He is to be tried now by a 
court-martial over which Gen. Hancock will 
preside, and we venture to hope that the result 
will be more creditable to the army than that of 
the Swaim trial.

THE GRANT BILL PASSED BY A 
HEAVY MAJORITY. 

THE SUBSIDY CLAUSE RETAINED IN THE 
POST OFFICE BILL—MR. CARLISLE’S 
PARTING WORDS AS SPEAKER. 

Wasurineton, March 4.—Little business 
was done in the House of Representatives 
during the night and forenoon. Amend- 
ments were put upon the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill calling for 3650.000 for 
public buildings at Winona, New-Albany, 
Manchester, Lexington, and Springfield, 
Ohio. and a good deal more of the same 
business would have been done if Mr. 
Randall had not made a vigorous protest 
against it. In the small hours of the 
morning it was learned that, despite the 
wishes of a majority of the House, Mr. 
Townshend, of Illinois, had yielded to the 
Senate’s demand for the retention of the 
Pacific Mail subsidy clause in the Post 
Office bill, and the conferrees reported an 
agreement upon it. Opponents of the 
subsidy were indignant, but it was too late 
to rally their forces and, by Mr. Town- 
shend s help the clause went into the bill. 
To-day the iobby is grinning with delight. 

About 9 o’clock Mr. Randall asked the 
House to take up the Edmunds bill, under 
which Gen. Grant might be placed on the 
retired list. Mr. Bennett had the floor on 
the contested election case of Fredericks 

rainst Wilson, of Iowa, and refused to 
give way. Mr. Randall pleaded with him 
to no purpose, until the Republicans 
agreed to let Mr. Fredericks be seated if 
the Grant bill should be next taken up.

At 11:50 according 
to the hands of the clock, which had been 
turned back 10 mmutes, Mr. Springer, as 
Chairman of the committee appointed to 
wait on the President, announced that it 
had performed its duty and that the Pres- 
ident had nothing to communicate. At 
11:55 Speaker Carlisle called the House to 
order and said: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES: The work of the Forty-eighth Congress 
is now completed, and “the time has come for me 
to perform my last official act as presiding officer 
of this House. I should do violence to my own 
feelings and be guiity of the grossest ingrati- 
tude it I were to deciare a final adjournment 
without returning to you, individualiy anda col- 
lectively, my sincere thanks for the compli- 
mentary resolution passed this morning. I thank 
you also, gentlemen, with equal sincerity, not 
only for the confidence reposed in me at the 
beginning of our labors here, but for the 


respect and courtesy with which you 
have conducted all your personal and offi- 
cial intercourse: with me since that time. 


The membership of this House is so large, its 
business is so great, and the struggle on the floor 
for priority in the consideration of measures is 
66 earnest that without your cordial co-opera- 
tion and support it would have been utterly im- 
possibie to have conducted business bere in an 
orderly and reguiar way. Itis simple justice to 
esy that your co-operation and support have 
been promptly and cheerfully given in every 
emergency. and to this fact more than to any- 
thing else must be attributed whatever measure 
of success has attended my efforts to pre- 
serve order and facilitate the transactions 
of public business. Very few, very few, even 
among those who are best acquainted with 
legislative histories, have an adequate concep- 
tion of the increased Jabors and responsibilities 
devolving on Congress by the events of the last 
quarter of a century; and none, I am sure, none 
who have not had actual experience, can fully 
appreciate the difficulties of transacting public 
business in a body as large asthis. In the first 
Congress the House of Representatives consisted 
of only 67 members—less than the present mem- 
bership of the Senate; now there are 325 mem- 
bers, besides the delegates from the Territories. 
From the organization of the Government to the 
elose of the twenty-fifth Congress(a period of 
50 years) there were introduced into the 
House, as’ shown by its records, 8,777 
bills, while during the resent Congress 
there has been introduced 8,630, almost as man 
as during that half century. At present eac 
one of our general appropriation bills embraces 
a8 much money as the whole amount of the net 
ordinary expenditures of the Government dur- 
ing the first nine or ten years of its existence, 
and the specific objects to be investigated and 
provided for in those bills have so greatly in- 
creased that it has become a very considerable 
task even to enumerate them. Though this 
House has passed a larger number of bills than 
any of its predecessors, (except one or two 
which sat longer,) is it not strange, gentlemen, 
in view of the fact just mentioned, that it 
should be compelled to leave unfinished a 
arge number of the measures presented? 
tis evident that unless some constitutional or 
legal provision can be adopted which will re- 
lieve Congress from the consideration of all or 
at least a part of the local and private measures 
‘which now occupy the time of the committees 
and fill the calendars of the two houses the per- 
centage of business left undisposed of at each ad- 
journment must continue to increase. It is not 
reasonable to suppose that an alteration of the 
Constitution could be effected, but it is worthy 
of serious consideration whether a general law 
might not be enacted which would authorize 
the executive departments and courts of justice 
to hear and determine these matters; under such 
rules and regulations, of course, as would amply 
protect the interests of the Covernment and se- 
cure to the citizen doubtless a more expedi- 
tious and appropriate remedy than is now offered. 
In conclusion, [ congratulate you on the spirit 
of harmony ana good feeling which has pre- 
vailed throughout your deliberations. It is 
true that whiie differences of opinion have been 
developed and the largest liberty of debate has 
been exercised, every member has honestly en- 
deavored to respect and protect the rights of his 
associates, and I am sure that no personal 
animosities have been created which will sur- 
vive the close of your official relations. We 
shall part to-day better friends than when we 
met, and hereafter we will recall, I trust with 
pleasure, the fact that we were as- 
sociated as members of the House in the 
Forty-eighth Congress. For my part I 
shall always consider myself indebted to 
you, gentlemen, for the. highest honor 
of my life—the honor of presiding over the de- 
liberations of the American House of Represen- 
tatives, a body which, while it has always re- 
pected the just authority o° the Government, 
ce never failed to assert the nghts of the peo- 
ple. When it ceases to do either it will no lon- 
ger bean honor to preside over it. Renewing 
my sincere thanks for your assistance, for your 
Yorbearance, and for the expression of esteem 
and confidence you have just placed on your 
record, and assuring each one of you of my best 
wishes for his success in every honorable faspira- 
tion, I now declare this House adjourned sine die.

A POLITICAL SQUABBLE. 
—_—-—— 
A RESOLUTION WHICH AROUSED BAD BLOOD 
IN THE STATE SENATE. 


ALBANY, March 4.—The Democrats of the 
Senate and a number of those of the Assembly 
appeared in their seats this morning with but- 
tonhole bouquets worn in recognition of the im- 
portance to their party of the day at Washington. 
Mr. Oliver, of the Second New-York District, 
sported a full dress suit of broadcloth, including 
his swallow-tailed coat, and a necktie several de- 
grees whiter than his white tie customarily is. 
Before the session began the Democrats met in 
caucus and decided to offer a resolution in each 
House for an adjournment ata fixed time in 
honor of the promotion to the Presidency of the 
late Governor of the State. The documents were 


offered, but in each Housea disastrous fate 
overtook them. In the Senate a bitter political 
debate was provoked. Col. Murphy, in present- 
ing the resolution, said that this being the first 
time in the history of the State when one of 
its Governors had been elected President, it was 
fitting that the Senate show some token of re- 
spect toward so distinguished a citizen of New- 
York. The Republicans picked up the expres- 
sion with alacrity, and used it as an acknowl- 
edgement by the Democrats that the fraud issue 
on which that party planted itself after the in- 
auguration of Mr. Hayes eight years ago to-day 
had no foundation in fact. Senator Gilbert re- 
ferred to the return of the Democratic Party to 
power as “‘a humiliating’ spectacle,” where- 
upon Senator Thatcher vigorously assailed the 
character of the late Republican candidate for 
President, and insisted that the humiliation of 
the day came from recollecting that the Repub- 
lican Party haa in the late campaign felt itself 
obliged to support a disreputable candidate. 
Senator Gilbert, who replied at’ considerable 
length, attempted to defend Mr. Biaine’s record, 
and indulged ina repetition of the Republican 
campaign speech of last October. 

Both Democrats and Republicans became ex- 
cited by the recriminations, until what was 
started asa pleasantexchange of the compli- 
ments of the day became a bitter wrangle over 
the records and the future prospects of the two 
parties. Pending the consideration of Col. Mur- 
phy’s complimentary resolution, a motion by 
Senator Elisworth to adjourn was carried, Sen- 
ators Esty, Lansing, Baker,- and Coggeshall, 
Republicans, voting with the Democrats in the 
negative. 

In the Assembly the resolution to adjourn on 
account of the day named 1:30as the hour. It 
was readily adopted, but before the time ar- 
rived the house became engaged on the Twelve 
Hour bill, and forgot all about inauguration 
compliments till nearly 2:30, when the usual ad- 
journment was had. 

Aside from the political debates and the poemee 
in the Assembly of the ** Twelve Hour bill,’’ the 
work of the session was unimportant. It was 
remarked as a coincidence that the bill passed in 
the same hour in which the Governor who 
vetoed it last year was being inaugurated as 
President. The hill this year compels horse and 
certain other railroad companies to prevent 
their employes from working more than 12 
consecutive hours, except in cases of emergency. 
The bill is limited in its operations to roads of 
10 miles or Jess inlength, and is intended to pre- 
vent the overworking of employes on short 
trains over steam railroads as well as the drivers 
and conductors on horse car routes. 

In the Senate Mr. Gilbert introduced a bill 
amending the public instruction iaws by provid- 
ing for the division of the State school moneys 
into two Sane! parts. One of those parts shall 
be subdivided into two parts, and these two ap- 
portioned, one in the ratio of the school district 
population, the other in proportion to the aver- 
age school attendance in the district. After Oct. 
1, 1885, every School Commissioner shall receive 
an annual salary of $1,000. The bill amends the 
existing statutes concerning instruction in other 
minor respects. 


RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 
MR. DEPEW FAVORS SOME BILLS AND OP- 
POSES OTHERS. 


ALBANY, March 4.—Mr. Chauncey M. De- 
pew to-day appeared before the joint Senate and 
Assembly Railroad Committee on the Railroad 
Commission bills. He opposed the proposed sec- 
tion requiring the Railroad Commission to in- 
vestigate the financial condition of any railroad 
on the request of persons owning one-tenth 
of the capital stock or bonds. Mr. Depew 


claimed, first, that the Railroad Commis- 
sion already had power to investigate corpora- 
tions at any time, and second, that the pro- 
posed section would enable a clique of Wall- 
street brokers at any time to ** bear’’ the securi- 
ties of a road by securing control of the 
requisite amount of stock and demanding ap 
investigation into the affairs of the road. Mr. 
Depew favored the second bill, requiring the 
consent of the Railroad Commission to the con- 
struction of a new railroad. He argued that 
railroad competition was destructive to the bus- 
iness, and not for the advantage of shippers. 
The limitation by the Government upon 
the construction of railroads, he said, had 
already been adopted by England, France, 
and Belgium, and the necessity of the same lim- 
itation would soon be recognized by the people 
of this State. Concerning the bill to protect the 
commerce on the canals of this State, Mr. De- 
pew said that the Central Railroad did not dis- 
criminate against the Erie Canal. The road did 
make special contracts witb individuals if they 
would give the Central their business through- 
out the year, but this custom was not 
a discrimination against the Erie Canal, but 
a protection against the Erie and Pennsylvania 
Railroads and other competing lines. The bill 
giving tbe Railroad Commission power to en- 
force its decrees by a mandamus Mr. Depew ob- 
jected to on the ground that it was too great and 
unrestrained a legislative power to confer on 
any three men. He believed in State railroad 
commissions and a national commission, but 
thought that the power asked was too great. 
Railroad Commissioner Kernan spoke in expla- 
nation and support of the bills. 














FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 4.—J. I. Mayer, 
cigar dealer, made a confession of judgment to- 
day aggregating $34,355. The Sheriff levied on 
the store and stock. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 4.—Richardson 
& Jackson, manufacturing jewelers, have made 
an assignment. The firm began business with a 
capital of $15,000, chiefly borrowed from rela- 
tives, on whom it is thought most of the loss 
will fall. 

Boston, Mass., March 4.—At a meeting 
here to-day of the creditors of Fraser & Jones, 
boot and shoe dealers, of Paducah, Ky., A. R. 
Fraser was present and made a statement of his 
firm’s affairs. The liabilities are about $20,000 
and the assets nominally the same. In the way 
of compromise, Mr. Fraser submitted an offer of 
60 cents on the dollar, which was accepted. 

Warsaw. N. Y., March 4.—Theodore 
Newcomb, of Castile, proprietor of the Castile 
Sait Works, filed an assignment to-night. Rosetta 
W. Newcomb, his mother, is preferred for

OIL COMPANIES ATLAW. 
Bourrayo, N. Y., March 4.—In the Su- 
preme Court today was begun the trial of an 
action brought to recover damages, assessed at 
$100,000, by the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany against Hiram B.and C. M. M. Everest, as 


President and Vice-President, respectively, of 
the Vacuum Oil Company, of Rochester. The 
laintiff alleges that the defendant has injured 
ts business and good name to the amount asked 
for. Testimony was given for the prosecution 
by Mr. George E. Mann and Mr. George B. 
Matthews, President of the Buffalo Lubricating 
Oil Company. The testimony of Mr. Matthews 
was to the effect that he, Albert A. Milier, and 
a Mr. Wilson formed a partnership and started 
the works of the defendant at Buffalo in 1881. 
From testimuny given by Miller at a previous 
trial it appears that he was the Superintendent 
of the manufacturing department. He left the 
employ of the Vacuum Company to engage in 
the business. Portions of the evidence going to 
show that the Vacuum Company is a Standard 
Oil concern and that Miller had several inter- 
views with Mr. M. Everest at Rochester, 
were objected to by counsel for the detendant. 
The case will probably require the attendance 
of many leading oil men throughout the coun- 
try. 





RAIN DISAPPOINTS THE FIREMEN. 

NEw-Or.LEANS, March 4.—This was the 
day fixed for the celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the organization of the fire compa- 
nies of this city into a charitable association. 
Preparations were made for a display of unex- 
ampled brilliancy.

REMINISCENCES OF HIS. LIFE IN THE TOWN 
WHICH BEARS HIS NAME, 
Lincoln(Ill.) Letter to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 

This little city, which bears Lincoln’s 
name, was not laid off until the year 1853, but the 
county seat of this (Logan) county was estab- 
lished and located at Postville as early as the 
year 1837, and there it was that Lincoln became 
known to the residents of this county. Postville 
was about one mile west of where the Court 
House now stands, and now is a part of the city 
of Lincoln, and is generally known as the Fourth 
Ward. The Court House and the hotel opposite, 
built in 1837, are still standing, the former in a 
good state of repair, used as a residence, while 
the latter is a tenement house in the full sense of 


the word,containing a number of families, sume of 
which turn an honest penny occasionally by 
ointing out to visitors ‘* Lincoln’s room.” For 
t was in this house that Lincoln often stopped 
when practicing in this county. Postville was 
then asmall village, and the attorneys came here 
from Bloomington and Springfield by stage 
coach or on horseback. Many of the men who 
were then young attorneys are still living and 
occupying high positions in their profession and 
in the polities of the country, while many have 
oo after acquiring State and national reputa- 
ions. 

Among those living, and who is fond of telling 
a “Lincoln story,” is the Hon. 8. C. Parks, of 
thiscity. He is now one of the Associate Justices 
of the Supreme Court of Wyoming. He relates 
the following story characteristic of the acts 
= tor Lincoln the sobriquet of * Honest 

e””: 


At one term of court in Postville aman named 
Hoblit had brought suit against a man named 
Farmer. The suit haa been appealed from a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and Lincoln knew nothing of 
it until he was retained by Hoblit to try the case 
in the Circuit Court. G. A. Gridky, then of 
Bloomington, appeared for the defendant. Junge 
Treat, now on the United States bench, was the 
presiding Judge at the trial. Lincoln’s client 
went upon the witness stand and testified to the 
account he had against the defendant, gave the 
amount due after allowing all credits and set- 
offs, and swore positively that it had not 
been paid. The attorney for the defendant 
simply roduced a receipt in full, signed 
by Hoblit, prior to the beginning of the 
case. Hoblit had to admit the signing of the re- 
ceipt, but told Lincoln he supposed the man had 
lost it. Lincoln at once arose and lett the court 
room. The Judge told them to proceed with the 
ease, and, Lincoln not appearing, Judge Treat 
told a bailiff to go to the hotel and call him. 
The bailiff ran across the street to the hotel 
and found Lincoln sitting in the office with his 
feet on the stove, apparently ina deep study, 
when he interrupted him with: * Mr. Lincoln, 
the Judge wants you.” ‘*Oh, does he ?” replied 
Lincoln. “Well, you go back and tell the 
Judge lcannot come. Tell him I have to wash 
my hands.” The bailiff returned with the 
message, and Lincoln's client suffered a non-suit. 

Lincoin came to this county a few times after 
the removal of the county seat to Lincoln, and 
for one case he tried here he received as a feea 
deed to a loton the south side of thesquare. The 
lot he never sold, but itis leased to a man who 
has a wagon factory on it. Secretary Lincoln 
collects the rents through an agent here, and has 
never expressed a desire to sell it, although it 
would now bring acood price. During the cam- 
paren last Fall when the train bearing Gen. 

ogan and party passed through here Secretary 
Lincoin spoke briefly at the station, and said he 
would always kindly remember the little city 
that bore his father’s name. 








LOSSES BY FIRE. 





The fire which broke out Tuesday night 
in the St. Paul Plow Works at St. Paul, Minn., 
destroyed four buildings valued at $80,000, and 
$20,000 worth of machinery. The insurance is: 
$40,000 on the building and machinery and 
$20,000 on stock, About $20,000 worth of manu- 
factured goods were saved. The fire originated 
from a lamp explosion in the paint shop, spread 
quickly to the adjacent departments, and lastly 
to the warehouse. Had water been accessible 
the latter building. might have been saved. 
This is the busy season, and over 200 hands are 
thrown out of employment by the fire. The 
firm manufactured farm machinery. The prin- 
cipal owner was William Davison, of the Bank 
of Minnesota. The works will be rebuilt at 
once. 


The large establishment of Messrs. Aus- 
sel & Gotardi, dealers in paints, frames,'and 
pictures, on O’Reilly-street, Havana, was de- 
stvoyed by fire onthe morning of the 27th of 
February. The loss is estimated at between 
$40,000 and $50,000; partly covered by insurance. 


The oil pipe line a few miles south of 
Lebanon, Penn., sprung a leak Tuesday, and 
some person during the night maliciously set 
fire to the escaping oil, causing a large conflagra- 
tion.

WATCHING THE MANY INTERESTS 
OF GERMANY. 

CRITICISING ENGLISH ANNOUNCEMENTS—AN 
ASSISTANT FOR THE CHANCELLOR— 
THE PROTECTORATE IN ZANZIBAR, 

Berurn, March 4.—The North German 
Gazette publishes a caustic criticism of the 
action of the British Government in publish- 
ing the private: conversations of Prince 
Bismarck with Sir Edward Malet, the 
British Ambassador. It pronounces. the 
printing in the Blue Book on the South 
African question of the personal remarks 
made by the German Chancellor to Sir Edward 
Malet “a striking and regrettable case of indis- 
cretion. Such conduct,” continues the Gazette, 
“must puta oer to all confidential! exchange of 
views between the statesmen of the two Gov- 
ernments. If the object of these publications 
has been to make France distrust Germany it 
has failed, but its malevolence remains inex- 
plicable.” 

In the Reichstag to-day the —— of an As- 
sistant Minister for Prince Bismarck came up, 
and the measure for the appointment of such an 
official was adopted by a vote of 172 to 153. The 
measure creates the office of Second Assistant 
Secretary in the German Foreign Office. The vote 
isa submission to popular will, which has con- 
tinued to manifest itself among the German peo- 

le ever since the Reichstag refused to accord 

ismarck the assistant and the Radical Deputies 
insulted him for personally urging the matter 
on Dec. 15 last. The Reichstag also voted a sum 
to establish a Consulate-General at Cape Town. 

Dr. Ronlfs, the recently appointed German 
agent sent to negotiate for a German protector- 
ateover Zanzibar, has given formal notice to 
the Sultan of Zanzibar that the 2,500 square 
miles of territory acquired in his dominion. by 
the German Colonization Society have been 
placed under German protection and that he 
(Dr. Rohifs) has been appointed German Con- 
sular Judge for this territory. Upon the arrival 
of Dr. Rohifs at the city of Zanzibar recently, 
the Suitan told him that he did not want a Ger- 
man protectorate over any part of his dominions, 
and was satisfied to continue “his trust in God 
and Great Britain.”» The German agent was not 
baffled by this reception, and gh ogg er quickly 
to his work. The fact that the Sultan has 
manifested no opposition to the doctor's estab- 
lishment of a partial German protectorate is 
taken to indicate that the Su'tan is gradually 
succumbing to the new influences. 


Lonpon, March 4.—Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, son of the German Chancellor, has 
arrived in London. He had a tong interview 
with Earl Granville this afternoon.

Vrenna, March 4.—Advices from Con- 
stantinople state that Fehmi Pasha, Special En- 
voy from Turkey to England, has been instruct- 
ed by the Sultan to inform Earl Granville, British 
Foreign Minister, that the Porte considers the 
answer sent by England to Turkey’s question 
concerning the British attitude toward Italy’s 
conduct in Egypt and the Soudan vague and 
contradictory.

The Lord Mayor regrets that 
he was misunderstood, and says that he had not 
the remotest intention to offer an insult to the 
Prince of Wales. The letter has been published 
in all the Dublin papers, and is certain to cause 
a furious scene at the next meeting of the Dub- 
lin Council. 

A meeting of Nationalists will be held at the 
end of March, to concert a demonstration 
against the Prince of Wales during his approaeh- 
ing tour throughout Jreland. The originators 
of the scheme propose to inforce the closing of 
all the shops in Kingstown and Dublin, and to dis- 
play national banners and presentempty streets 
on the day of the Prince’s arrival. 








JAPAN AS A FIGHTING POWER. 
From the London Daily News. 

M. Tasima, the superintendent of those 
Japanese officers who are pursuing their military 
studies in Europe, has supplied a correspondent 
with some account of his country’s position asa 
fighting power. Thestanding army of the em- 


pire consists of 40,000 men, the reserve of 
80,000, and the landwehr, or territorial reserve, 
of 150.000. All these troops are dressed and 
equipped in European fashion, and they are 
at present partly armed with Remingtons 
and partly with Sniders. A new rifle, how- 
ever, the invention of a Japanese Colonel, will 
shortly be ready tor issue. It combines the 
merits of the Gras, the Chassepot, and the Matliser 
systems, and English officers who have tested it 
speak highly both of its principle and of its 
workmanship. In Japan service is obligatory, 
the conscript, after remaining for three years 
with the colors, passing into the reserves. Even 
after his discharge from the landwehr he forms 
one, provided that be be less than 45 years of age, 
ofakind of National Guard that can be called 
out for purposes of home defense. Certain 
classes are by law exempted from active service 
aoroad, but every Japanese, without exception, 
has to learn the use of arms as the price of his 
citizenship.

THREE VACANT GG: RTERS. 
From the London World. 

There are now vacant three Garters, one 
of which has been on hand for nine months, an 
unprecedented period to keep such a distinction 
dangling. The death of aroyal **companion” 
does not make a vacancy, as all sovereigns or 
Princes are extra knights. There were only tive 
of this class when the Queen came to the throne, 
but now there are 28. There 1s a strong feeling 
in certain high quarters that the Garter has been 
distributed too freely of late years, and that it 
has become **too common.” It is whispered 
that two more“ extras” are to be created shortly, 
the Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont (the father-in- 
law of the late Duke of Albany) and, on his mar- 
riage, Prince Henry of Battenberg. The insig- 
nia of a deceased knight is returned by his rep- 
resentative to the Queen, who usually grants a 
special audience for the purpose. The imposing 
and costly state robes go to the Dean of Windsor, 
who gets them as his perquisites, he being Regis- 
trar of tne Order, which is a lucrative post if the 
knights happen to die off fast. The Duke of 
Abercorn is now the senior Garter. 





A RAT STORY.

Instinct or reason, or both? is what an 
honest farmer of Versailles asked as he related 
the following marvelous rat story toa News re- 
porter: ‘“* Last Fall I found the work of rats in 
my cellar. They were eating nearly allot my

COOKING IN A NORMAL SCHOOL. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, Feb. 27. 

At the next meeting of the Board of 
Public Education a plan will probably be re- 
ported by a committee, and pressed for final 
action, for the introduction of cooking as one 
of the branches of study in the Girls’ Normal 
School. It has been found and so stated in the 
official reports to the board that the time given 
tosewing in thatschool, which was taken from the 
time formerly devoted to other studies, has not 
lowered the standard in those studies, and that, 
on the contrary, the change of employment has 
reacted beneficially upon them. Prof. George 
W. Fetter, Principal of the Normal School, is of 
the opirion that cooking may be added by slight- 
ly modifying the curriculum, with results equal- 
ly advantageous to the school. Prof. Fetter 
considers that two or three hours a week, after 
the actual instruction in cooking begins, will be 
sufficient time to devote to this subject. He 
thinks that the expense of such a schoo! would 
amount only to the pay of a teacher and to the 
outlay for the necessary fixtures, as there are five 
rooms with ranges, exit upon the street, &., in 
the basement, which are not used as class rooms, 
and which are admirably adapted to this pur- 
pose; and he says, as the food can be readily dis- 
posed of at cost to the large number of girls 
who attend the school, and who would no doubt 
prefer these wel -prepared hot meals to the cold 
lunches which they now bring with them. This 
consumption of the food is not open to the ob- 
jecion raised by all educators to production as 
an end in inaustrial education.

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MRS. HOYT ON THE STAND 


SHE RESPONDS TO THE SURRO- 
GATE’S SUBPQENA. 
COMPETENCY OF HER TESTIMONY—THE COM- 
MITMENT OF MISS HOYT—MR. ROOT 

CAUGHT NAPPING. 

When the Hoyt will case was called in 
the Surrogate’s Court yesterday, the counsel in 
the case, Who were spread in a long line along 
the table in front of the bench, looked pleased 
to see Mrs. Hoyt present, and to know that the 
case was going on after solongadelay. Mrs. 
Hoyt was called immediately to the stand, and 
questions were put to her by ex-Judge Fullerton, 
who was aided in the work of the day by Gen. 
Pryor and Aaron Kahn. United States District 
Attorney Root, Mr. Choate, Sherman W. Knevals, 
and Mr. Kunzman were on the otherside. Mrs. 
Hoyt testified that she was with her hust-and 
day and night during his last illness. Ex-Judge 
Fullerton then asked her as to Mr. Hoyt’s visit- 
ors. His brothers, Samuel, Alfred, and Reuben, 
she said, came often tosee him. The brothers 
often met at the house, and when they were to- 
gether in the sick man’s room she would go out. 

A discussion arose as to the attitude of the 
witness in the case and the competency of her 
testimony. Mr. Choate thourht she could not 
testify in her own interest. It was for her ad- 


vantage that the will be set aside, as she would 
receive more then than by its provisions. Gen. 
Pryor said he believed Mrs. Hoyt desired the 
will to stand. There were long arguments upon 
the question, which was made interesting from 
the fact that Mrs. Hoyt had been subpoenaed by 
the Surrogate, and not by either side in the 
ease. The Surrogate finally ruled that if it was 
shown that Mrs. Hoyt would receive more if her 
husband had died intestate than by the will, he 
should not permit questions touching their re- 
lations which would not be allowed if the wit- 
ness belonged to either side. 

District Attorney Root said he would prove 
that at once, and called Mr. James W. Jackson 
to the stand. Mr. Jackson, who was the confi- 
dential cierk of Mr. Jesse Hoyt, was shown the 
inventory of the estate, and he said that the 
property on it amounted to $3,500,000, exciusive 
of the Erie Elevator property, which would 
bring it up to $3,900,000. There was also some 
property in Michigan. Mr. Jackson then went 
over the list of bonds and accounts until he had 
told of the amounts he had personal knowledge 
of, which came to over $3,000.000, which showed 
that Mrs. Hoyt would be better off if a will had 
rot been made. By it she only has the use of 
$1,250,000 and the power to dispose of $750,000. 
Mr. Fullerton objected to Mr. Jackson’s testi- 
mony on the ground that his knowledge of Mr. 
Hoyt’s ownership of the bonds and property 
came from the testator himself. 

“No one has set up a claim for them since you 
have been Mr. Hoyt’s Executor?” asked the Sur- 
rogate. **‘ Neither Judge Fulierton nor any one?” 

**No, Sir.” 

“It's not too late yet,”’ suggested Mr. Choate. 

“Then I'll pass on to another question at 
once,”’ was the reply. The Surrogate finaliy held 
that the proof was sufficient to show that Mrs. 
Hoyt would be benefited if the will were in- 
valid. District Attorney Root said he had sent 
fora paper desired by the other side. It had 
been brought from Pennsylvania by a special 
messenger. He would allow the counsel to see 
it, but it must be returned atonce. Mr. Fullerton 
asked if it could not be filed in the court. Mr. 
Root said *‘No,” and then followed a little 
wrangle over the paper, during which it came 
out that it was Miss Hoyt’s commitment to a 
lunatic asylum in Philadelnhia, and that it had 





‘been brought on at the request of Mr. Root by 


Dr. Hal), of that institution. Dr. Hall, Mr. Root 
said, wanted to take the paper back to Philadel- 
phia in the evening. 

* Well,” said ex-Judge Fullerton, **I°l) call Dr. 
Hall to the stand. Is Dr. Hall in the room?” 

There was no response,and Mr. Root looked 
at Mr. Choate and winked and Mr. Choate smiled 
back at Mr. Root. “Is Dr. Hall in the room ?” 
called Mr. Fullerton again. “Is he?" he said, 
turning to Mr. Root, after a long silence. 
> > <a said Mr. Root. ““haye you subpoenaed 

im?” 

Mr. Fullerton replied that he had not, but that 
he had‘a right to call a witness in the court room. 
Mr. Root said Dr. Hall was not inthe court room. 
Mr. Fullerton’s answer was tha: he intended to 
see the paper, and he surprised everybody by 
calling Mr. Root to the witness stand. Mr. Root 
had to go, for he was in the court room. 

“T’ll have it h’all now,” said Mr. Fullerton. 

“ Yes,” said the Surro ate, sotto voce, “even if 
you have to haul it up by the roots.” 

Mr. Root produced the paper after Gen. Pryor 
bad made things satisfactory to all by stating 
that itshould be copied at once, and that Dr. 
Hall could take it back to Philadelphia, pro- 
vided he would bring it on later in the trial, if 
necessary. The commitment was signed by Dr. 
Talcott, of the Middletown Asylum, and was 
perfectly regular. It spoke of Miss Hoyt acting 
strangely and excitedly, and said that her pas- 
sions were violent, especially that of jealousy. 








COMPETITION BAD FOR THEM. 





THE BURNING QUESTION OF THE DAY DIS- 
CUSSED FURTHER. 

The gas investigation before the Senate 
investigating committee reverted yesterday to 
the line of inquiry that was followed before 
consumers were allowed to submit their bills to 
show the effect of consolidation on the public. 
After E. J. Cadwell, Deputy Tax Commissioner, 
had testified that the gas companies had been 
assessed for taxation on the market value 
of their stock iess the value .of their 
real estate, W. H. Bradley and Albert M. 
Smith, respectively engineer of the Municipal 
Company and Superintendent of the Manhattan 
Company, both of which are in the consvlida- 
tion, were culled on to explain what the con- 
solidation had doueto make gas register in the 
corsumers’ meters faster than before. Neither 
could explain it. On the contrary, each pro- 
tested that the output from his works had de- 
creased since the consolidation—the Municipal 
output from 4,000,000 feet per day to 2,225,000 
feet. 

ts. Von Steinberg, constructor and builder, 
said be bad buiit 20 gas works in 10 years. His 
experience had convinced him that gas could be 
putin tbe holder at 26 cents per 1,000 feet, and 
that the cost of distribution, covering interest 
on plant, salaries, taxes, und all labor, except at 
the works, would not exceed 31 cents. This esti- 
mate would hold, he was sure, in a town of 
60,000 people. It ought to be no more in jarger 
works. Joseph R. Thomas, editor of the Gas- 
light -Journal, enlightened the committee 
during the latter part of the hearing. 
He knew ail about the workings of 
gas companies, (and was himself connected with 
the Williamsburg Gas Com)any.) There was 
nothing so bad forthe gas business, he said, as 
competition. It hurt the public as much as the 
companies, for. while it might bring low prices 
for a little while, the companies were sure to 
get even at the first chance. He didn't think 
any more gas companies ought to be chartered 
in this city or Brookiyn, but a gas commission 
to regulute prices and keep them fair would 
satisfy the companies and insure good service to 
‘tthe public. 








JUDGES UPHOLD THE CODE. 

Henry Williams was charged with grand 
larceny. The principal witness against him in 
the police court was Edward Smith. As he had 
no counsel he did not cross-examine Smith. 
When Williams was tried in the Court of Genera! 
Bessions Smith could not be found, but, under 
Bection 8 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, his 
affidavit, taken in the police court, was read as 
evidence. Willams was convicted, and he ap- 
pealed from the conviction on the eround that 
the Code section referred to was violative of that 
section of the Constitution of the United States 
which provides that an accused person shail be 
confronted with his accuser at his trial, and also 
of tne Bill of Rights of this State. The General 
Term of the Supreme Court, in concurrent 
opinions written by Judge Noah Davis and 
Judge Daniels, has declared section 8 of the 
Code to be valid, hoild.ng section 6 of the 
Federal Constitution as not operative outside 
the criminal courts of the United States, and 
that the Bill of Kights was a legislative enact- 
ment that was repealed in part by the adoption 
of the assailed section of the Code. The court 
furthermore held that substantial justice was 
done by confronting a prisoner with the wit- 
nesses at any stage of the proceeding against 
him. Judge Brady dissented from his colleagues. 


LABOR UNIONS AND THE AQUEDUCT. 

Acting Mayor Sanger withdrew from the 
meeting of the Aqueduct Commission yesterday 
before the commission adjourned, to fill a pre- 
vious engagement. After he lett the room Com- 
missioner Dowd, who presided, said he did not 


feel at all sure that Mr. Sanger bad a right to sit 
in the commission. ‘The other Commissioners 
were not troubled by any such doubts. The 
commission appointed William E. Church an 
engineer on the aqueduct at asalary of $2,400a 





year. Several laborers were aiso appointed at 
$2aday. Commissioner Squire told the commis- 


sion that the Jabor unions had requested that 
only members of their organizations be appointed 
inspect rs, and at union wages. Mr. Squire said 
he was opposed to doing that, because the in- 
spectors could, by reporting work bad which 
was not, compel the contractors to employ men 
mt prices dictated by the union. 





MARY PROVES UNFAITHFUL. 
Mary Miller, a neat-looking English girl, 
Was engaged as chambermaid by Commodore 
Chandler, Commandant of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, about 10 days ago, and, until Tuesday last, 
acted in the most exemplary manner.

BECKY JONES STILL IN JAIL. 


SHE AGREES TO TESTIFY, BUT FINALLY 
CONCLUDES SHE IS NOT WELL. 

It was rumored yesterday that Becky 
Jones, Louis C, Hamersly’s housekeeper, who 
has spent the Winter in Ludlow-Street Jail 
because she refuses to testify before the Surro- 
gate in the contest of her employer’s will, had 
at last weakened and would give her evidence in 
the afternoon. A large crowd gathered to catch 
agiimpse of the plucky little woman, but she 
did not appear. 

“She has promised to come here twice,” said 
Franklin Bartlett, the lawyer upon whose mo- 





tion she was committed, * but each time she: 


finds something to nrevent. The last time she 
said it was too cold. This time she sends word 
that she is not feeling well.” 

Accordingly. John A. Barr, the Assistant Cash- 
ier of the Chemica] National Bank,ascended to the 
stand with a tin box marked “Louis C.Hamersiy,” 
and testified about the papers that Mr. Hamersly 
kept in the bank vaults. He said that Louis C. 
Hamersly and Andrew Gordon Hamersly had 
access to the box. Louis always toox it inside 
the inclosure and handed it hack to. the Teller 
throuch the window. Andrew Gordon, however, 
was very careful to get inside the railing, and 
always watched the witness put the box away. 

Miss Jones was seen at the jai! by a reporter of 
THE TIMES later in the afternoon. She stil! oc- 
cupies room No. 1, the most comfortable in the 
building, and has entirely covered the walls with 
pictures and photographs. 

“Tt will he just 41 weeks on Monday since T 
came here,” said the brisk little woman, who is 
as courageous and cheerful as on the first day 
she was committed, *‘ and so it’s not very strange 
that Idon’t feel well. Am TI will'nge to goto 
courta dtestify? Oh, yes, [am willing to go 
to court, but [ won’t testify any more than I 
did when [ was there before. I shall be just as 
saucy as T was then. I promised solemnly not 
to tell what I know, and I shall be faithful if I 
die in prison. 

“But what awful liessome of those witnesses 
have told!" exclaimed Miss Jones. clasping her 
handsin horror. “ Just think of that Miss Gan- 
non testifying that I opened Mr. Hamersly’s 
private desk after he died! Why,I couldn't. 
Mr. Hamersly cot up out of hed and locked it 
three days before he died. Miss Gannon came 
here to see me after she had been to court, and 
she said she was so scared that she didn’t know 
what she said. I told her she wasn’t so scared 
but that she could lie. Mr. Hameraly told me 
before he died that I should suffer; he told me 
that they’d persecute me, but 1 didn’t believe it. 
Well, they have, but they baven’t made any- 
thing out of it. If I shouid testify—if they only 
knew it—it wouldn't do anv of ‘em any good. 
Tt would do ’em all! harm, and if I can’t do some 
good in talking they shan’t make me talk. And 
just think, all the.time I’ve heen here none of 
that Hamersly family have ever inquired about 
me after my serving ’em faithfully all my life!” 

Miss Jones was much interested:in the pro- 
ceedings in court, and inquired if Mr. J. Hooker 
Hamersly was present. ‘“ That little goat!’ 
che said indignantiv. “ T'’d like to tell what I 
know about him. Do you know that before the 
case came fo trial at all I was given a paper with 
what they wanted me to testify to written on 
it? They said that other witnesses would cor- 
rohorate that testimony. 

“The time passes very quickly in here,” said 
the contumacious witness. “ I have lots of vis- 
itorsand a great manv ministers and mission- 
aries. [like to have ’em come, but I wan't let 
‘em prav with me. That Hamersly family 
that are keeping me here were great on praying, 
and I don’t want any more of it.” 





BRANSCOMBE IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 





ON TRIAL FOR FORGING THE NAME OF COL. 
RICHARDSON. 


**Col.”’ Alexander C. Branscombe, who 
has been twice confined in the State prison for 
forgery. is again called upon to defend himselt 
against the same charge. He was arraigned 
yesterday before Recorder Smyth, at the bar of 
the Court of General Sessions. ‘Col.’ Brans- 
combe established an office at No. 265 Broadway 
jast August and proceeded to make arrange- 
ments for the publication of a pam- 
phiet to be entitled “The Diversified Iin- 
dustries of the South,” and also a guide 
book to the New-Orleans Exposition. He suc- 
ceededin gettinga number of Southern busi- 
ness men interested in his schemes. Notes for 
the payment of money for paper, printing, and 
engraving for his publications were given to 
various traiesmen, amounting, it is alleged, to 
about $50,000. The notes were indorsed by Col. 
Edward Richardson. President of the Mississippi 
Mills and also of the New-Orleans Exposition. 
The indorsements of Col. Richardson to the notes 
are pronounced to he forgeries. 

The charge upon which he is now tried is made 
by Conrow Brothers, paper dealers, of 33 Beek- 
man-street. Branscombe gave them a note tor 
$7.000, with Col. Richardson’s indorsement. Clark 
Duuham, Cashier of the banking . house with 
which Col. Richardson does business in this city, 
testified that the signature on the note wasa 
forgery. Detective Sergeant Huley, who ar- 
rested Branscombe, testified that after his arrest 
the prisoner had confessed to him that he had 
forged indorsements to notes for $52,000, and had 
intended to float $110,000 worth of the paner. 

The prisoner said that he. had. a.-written con- 
tract with the: managers of the Exposition for 
his publications, and he understood through 
Col. Moorehead that Col. Richardson, to help 
the Exposition, was willing to pledge his credit. 
He bad had a private contract in writing with 
Col. Moorehead, but it was destroyed in his 
presence in the Stewart Building. He hae not 
seen Moorehead since the destruction of the 
document, and was ignorant of his whereabouts. 

The case was adjourned until 11 A. M. to-day. 


THE CASINO SUIT CLOSED. 

The case of the stockholders against the 
Casino was concluded yesterday before Judge 
Lawrence in the Court of Common Pleas, Part I. 
The principal witness called was Mr. Rudolph 
Aronson. After testifying to the erasures in 
his contract and stating that they were made 
before the contract was signed, he was asked by 
Judge Lawrence why he did not have a new 


contract prepared. He stated that he wanted to 
have it done, but it wastoo late. Judge Law- 
rence then asked him whether, asa business man, 
he considered it prudent to accept a contract 
that had an erasure in it in its most essential 
part, to which Mr. Aronson replied that he did 
not know; he intended to have it recopied, but 
it was too iate. He was cross-examined at great 
length by plaintiff’s counsel, and aduwitted that 
he took part in the discussion at which the ques- 
tion of his salary and profits took place, and that 
he went to the attorney and had a contract pre- 
pared, prior to the meeting at which the resolu- 
tion was passed authorizing it, and that he 
brought it to the meeting with all the erasures. 
It was also admitted by him on cross-examina- 
tion that immediately he received the stock 
complained of he transferred it to his brother 
and certain of the defendants, in order to avoid 
a Receiver or injunction which was threatened. 
The case was closed late last night. 














DEAD IN THE PRISON GROUNDS. 
A commercial traveler, representing the 
Rochester and Pittsburg Iron and Coal Com- 


pany, went to Sing Sing Prison on Tuesday. 


afternoon and visited Mr. Dickey, of Perry & 
Co. After transacting his business he started to 
walk back to the railroad station through the 
prison grounds. Ashe had no pass, Guard Mul- 
lins stopped him and told him be would have to 
go over the hill. The man, who appeared to be 
very much fatigued by rapid walking. sat down 
onthe ground and told the vwuurd that he was 
affected with a heart trouble and that he 
had been advised not to overexert himself. In 
another moment he feil over and became uncon- 
scious. Assistance was called by the guard, who 
was on top Of the high wall, and the prison phy- 
sicians sent for, but before they could ‘get to him 
be had expired. His name was ascertained, from 
a tag on his bunch of keys, to be N. Edson, of 
Cleveland, Ohio. A telegram was sent to the 
firm he represented, and one of them arrived in 
Sing Sing yesterday morning and made arrange- 
ments for sending the body to his home. Cor- 
oner Sutton’s jury found that death was due to 
heart disease. He was about 60 years of age.

AN ESCAPED PRISONER ARRESTED. 

Aman named Richard Warren was yes- 
terday lodged in White Plains Jail by Deputy 
Sheriff Stephen A. Marshall to stana trial for the 
killing of John Dillon, at Mamaroneck, on the 
jth of December, 1883. At the time the deed 
was committed Warren went into Dillon’s sa- 


loon. They bad a quarrel, and he threw a stone 
at Dillon, sey | him on the head and caus- 
ing his death. He was tried on an indict- 
ment of manslaughter found against him, but 
the jury disagreed. He was liberated on bail 
and ran away, leaving bis bondsmen in the 
lurch. A bench warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest and put in Deputy Sheriff Marshall’s hands. 
On the 34 of Jast November Warren committed 
an assault on Thomas Kane, of Rye. Since then 
the authorities have been looking for him, and 
he was found on Tues ‘ay night at the residence 
ot his uncle at Rye Neck. When he was ar- 
raigned yesterday morning before Justice Hen- 
derson, at Port Chester, for examination, Depu- 
ty Sheriff Marshal! claimed him on the bench 
warrant, and he was surrendered to him and 
taken to White Plains.

OLEOMARGARINE ON TRIAL. 


WHAT JUDGES BRADY AND DAVIS THINE 
OF THE MATTER. | 

For the purpose of sending the matter 
speedily to the Court of Appeals for final adjudi- 
cation, the General Term of the Supreme Court 
yesterday formally declared that the law forbid- 
ding the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine 
is constitutional, and that Morris Marx was 
properly convicted in the Court of General Ses- 
sions of having violated it. In thus acting the 


General Term followed the decision of the Gen- 
eral Term of the Second Departrent. But Pre- 
siding Judge Davis and Judge Brady do 
not think that the law is constitutional. The 
former says in his opinion: ** The case ougbt 
to be regarded as a piain one, presenting 
a ciear constitutional question touching the 
power of the Legislature to prevent, arbitrarily 
and absolutely, the manufacture and sale of a 
particular article of food not, when wholeso ne 
and pure, inany wise injuricus to those who, 
from its cheapness and their poverty or taste, 
preter or are obliged to use it. In short, the 
question isto be considered just as it would be 
if butter, the product of pure, unadulterated 
milk or cream, were the thing prohibited to be 
made or sold by any person in the State. Its 
merits would then be visible in a light as clear 
and distinct as that of the noonday sun to every 
one, except, possibly, a manufacturer or vendor 
of oleomargarine.” 

Judge Brady says: ‘The question to be con- 
sidered by the court of last resort is whether 
the Legislature is gifted with the power to ae- 
clare, under any possible pretense, that the sale 
of an article of merchandise, made from pure 
and wholesome material, and in itself harmless, 
pure, and wholesome, and therefore not injuri- 
ous, deleterious, or dangerous to public health, 
and combining the elements of an article of 
commerce, not contraband, but recognized, sold, 
and protected, can be prohibited under pains and 
penalties, or at all. Such a sale, while it might 
excite the antagonism of dealers in dairy butter, 
and naturally arouse a spirit of opposition not 
easily quelled, would not, it would seem, either 
affect the public morals or the public health, 
and would not therefore invoke the intervention 
of legislative authority as to either of these ele- 
ments.” Judge Brady implies that the Legis- 
lature has only the power to prohibit the sale of 
oleomargarine under the guise of butter. 








AGAINST THE BROADWAY ROAD. 





MR. BEAMAN DENOUNCES THE PROJECT FOR 
SEVEN HOURS, 

The summing up of counsel before the 
Broadway Surface Railway Commission was 
continued yesterday. Mr. Charles C. Beaman 
was the first to be heard, and for seven hours he 
argued against the proposed road. He de- 
nounced the way in which the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen had been obtained, and 
pointed out that both the present Mayor and his 
predecessor were opposed to the plan. Broad- 
way had been preserved asa great highway be- 
cause property owners and the public insisted 
on it. Men who wanted the cable road opnpsed 
the horsé cars. For that road the consent of 
property owners had been obtained under a 
practical bribe. Mr. Fuller had stated that one- 
half the stock of the cable road would be given 
to the consenting property owners. 

“The stock will not be given to them,” inter- 
rupted Mr. Fuller. ‘* They are to pay for it.” 

There was no need of the road, Mr. Beaman 
said, and it was an effort on the part of one man 
to get the franchise to keep othersout. The 
omnibuses only carried, on an average, halt 
their seating capacity, and supplied abundant 
accommodation for thepublic. Residences were 
now further up town than in the past, and the 
retail trade followed, leaving room for the 
wholesale. trade. A horse railroad would not 
bring the retail trade back to Broadway. It fol- 
lowed the people. What had hurt Broadway 
above Canal-street was that the side streets were 
being utilized for the wholesale business. 
Transient business was not the business below 
Fourteenth-street. But few people would be 
benefited for a little time by the road as pro- 
posed to the detriment of many. He reviewed 
in detail the*testimony heard by the commission, 
pointing out inconsistencies in that adduced by 
the petitioners, and calling attention to all the 
varied interests affected. The summing up will 
go on to-day. 





FISH MUST TESTIFY. 

James D. Fish was ordered to appear and 
be examined as a witness in the suit brought by 
Julien T. Davies, as Receiver of Grant & Ward, 
against him and others. The purpose of the ex- 
amination was to ascertain how much money he 
had drawn from the firm of Grant & Ward and 
what he had done with it, as Receiver Davies 
claimed that he had acted fraudulently, and that 
the property he bourht while the firm of Grant 
& Ward was in existence was subject to the 
claims of their creditors. His counsel had the 
order vacated on the ground that he was privi- 
leged from answering the questions that would 
be put to him on such an examination, as they 
would tend to criminate him. The Generai 
Term of the Supreme Court yesterday decided 
that the examination order was improperly va- 
cated, holding that even if Fish drew money 
from Grant & Ward in fraud of the firm’s cred- 
itors he would not be guilty of a criminal offense 
under the laws of this State. He was therefore 
subject to examination. 

In the suit of the Marine National Bank 
against Ferdinand Ward, James D. Fish, and 
others, property assigned by Wurd to William §. 
Warner was attached, and a motion to vacate 
the attachment was denied in Supreme Court 
Chambers. The General Term decided yesterday 
that the attachment should have been vacated 
because it was not averred definitely on behalf 
of the plaintiff that Grant & Ward owed the 
bank $700,000 over and above all counter claims; 
that the assignment by Ward to Warner was 
fraudulent, and that Grant & Ward were in- 
dehted to the bank atthe time the assignment 
was made. 








WRECKED OFF THE COAST OF CUBA. 

The steamship City of Puebla, which ar- 
rived from Havana yesterday, brought as pas- 
sengers the crew of the British bark Robert A. 
Chapman, which was lost off the Cuban coast on 
Feb. 25. .Tbe Chapman left Mobilefor Liverpool 


on Feb. 20 under the command of Capt. Ruther- 
ford. After passing out of the Gulf ot Mexico 
the bark got out of her course, owing either toa 
strong current ora defective chronometer, and 
on Feb. 25 she grounded on the reefs of Cayo 
Blanco, which is about 80 miles west of Havana, 
The bark became a total wreck. The entire 
crew, numbering about 14 all told, escaped from 
the wreck and went to Havana. The British 
Consul at that port arranged for the passages of 
the men on the City of Pueble. They are now 
at the Sailor’s Home, in Cherry-street. The 
Chapman was built at Rockland, New-Bruns- 
wick, in 1874, and measured 9°2 tons. She was 
named after her owner, who resides at Dor- 
chester, New-Brunswick. 








IN MEMORY OF ROBERT EMMET. 

Friends of the Clan-na-Gael filled the 
Academy of Music from gallery to footlights 
last night and burrahed in bonor of the memory 
of Robert Emmet, the anniversary of whose 
birth: they were celebrating. Gen. Joseph B. 
Carr, Secretary of State. congratulated the 
Irishmen upon their loyalty and patriotism. as 
indicated by the immense audience assembled to 
honor a national hero. A band played Iri#h 
melodies and young men and young women sang 
Trish songs. William J. Hynes, of Chicago, who 
was to have delivered the oration of the evening, 
could not come. Instead Gen. James R. O’ Beirne, 
of this city, spoke of Emmet’s hirth, his ro- 
mantic life, his virtues, and his tragic death. The 
last three lines of ** God Save Treland,”’ a closing 
song in which all participated, were:
